RIOT AT A POPULIST CONVENTION. 


Meeting at Hammond Adjourns in Disor- 
der=Several Men Hurt. 

Hammonp, Ind., Aug. 18.—[Speeial.]—In a 
free-for-all fracas which marked the close of 
the Populist county convention here today 
Delegate Walker was struck over the head 
with a heavy oaken chair, felling him to the 
floor, while others were pushed about and 
roughly handled. The Rev. S. A. Hathorne, 
the Populist candidate for Congress from the 
Tenth District. occupied a place on the stage 
and witnessed the proceedings from begin- 
ning to end. When the fight began among 
the delegates he made his eseape out of the 
stage door and went to his hotel. 

The convention was the most turbulent and 
boisterous in the history of Lake County and 
adjourned without placing a ticket in the 
Held. Of course a full county ticket was 
nominated, but on account of some 
trivial technicalities it was decided 
by the delegates that the proceedings were 
out of order and the ticket therefore irreg- 
ularly named. The events that led up to this 
condition of affairs have been highly sensa- 
tional from the beginning. They led off with 
an apparent sell-out to certain Democratic 
candidates who were placed on the ticket, the 
promise being made that they would be in- 
dorsed by the Democratic party. 

The convention was presided over by Will. 


iam J. Riley, a prominent labor leader, and 


when Delegate Conroy placed the name of 
Charles H. Friederich before the convention 
there was an immediate uprising. The bitter- 
ness which existed before this move was made 
was a merely triflmg thing but was intensi- 
fied as the work went on.

BATTLE ON THE ROOF. 


RUNNING FIGAT OF FIVE POLICEMEN 
WITH AN ALLEGED MURDERER. 


John Burke, Charged with Killing David 
Labowsky March 2, Captured After a 
Hot Chase Over Adjoining Housetop 
Fugitive Does Not Give in Until He 
Has Emptied His Revolvers at His 
Pursuers=Two Companions Trying to 
Aid His Escape Also Arrested. 

A midnight battie on the roof tops along 

West Polk street last night resulted in the 


arrest of John Burke, John Shea, and Chris 


Surgesson. Five police officers engaged in 
tne conflict. They were sent from the Max- 
well Street. Station to arrest Burke on an 
indictment by the May grand jury charging 
him with murdering David Labowsky at No. 
395 West Taylor street March 2. 

Since the killing of Labowsky Burke has 
kept out of the path of the police. Word re- 
cently reached Maxwell Street Station that 
he had been seen in several West 
Side resorts and Officer P. Harding was sent 
after the man. Burke returned word that he 
would shoot the officer on sight, but he still 
kept himself hidden. Last night the police 
learned Burke was staying at No. 254½ Polk 
street, the home of Mrs. Schwartz. 

Officers Harding M. Shaunessy, A. Weber, 
W. Thiene, and J. J. Burke were sent out? to 
make the arrest. They cornered their man in 
Mrs. Schwartz’s house. He began firing at 
the policemen and retreated to the roof, Shea, 
alias Michael Brady, and Chris Surgesson were 
Burke’s companions. They interfered with 
the officers and tried to aid Burke’s escape. 
He sent several shots toward the officers, but 
none took effect. Two patrolmen subdued 
Shea and Surgesson and prevented further in- 
terference from that source. The other 
officers followed Burke to the roof and after

„The convention stands alone in history so 
far as outside efforts to control it and internal 
dissensions are concerned.

‘disgraceful scenes at the entrance and 
in the street. Accredited delegates, whose 
credentials had been passed upon by the coin- 
mittee appointed by the Populists to examine 
into the genhineness of these documents, 
were held up in saloons in the neighborhood 
and their tickets and credentials taken alway 
from them. City Hall employés and agents 
of the Democratic committee mingled among 

Several efforts were 
made to break in the doors, .but the Populist 

committee, knowing well the police would 

afford little protection, fortified themselves 
as well as they could against this by placing 

a large force of their own men at the doors. 

The convention was called for 2 o’clock, but 


it was long after this before business was 


commenced on the credentials and tickets of 
the delegates were closely examined at the 
door. Up to the time the convention adopted 
the resélution against indorsing candidates of 
the old parties and favoring a straight ticket 
the gathering was comparatively free from 
City Hall influences. ‘After this action in 
some mysterious way the hall began to fill 
up with agents of the city administration. 
Prior to this, and before Chris O’Brien form- 
ally declared the convention in session, sever- 
al labor leaders had been called upon to 
make speeches.

The object of the Royal Humane Society is 
said to be: To collect and circulate the 
most approved and effectual methods for re- 
covering persons apparently drowned or 
dead; to provide suitable apparatus in and 
around the metropolis for rescuing per- 
sons from drowning; to bestow réewards 
for the preservation and restoration of 
life, and to encourage swimming exercises at 
public schools and training ships with refer- 
ence to saving life from drowning.” 

. Modesty of a Hero. 

Mr. Butler, like all heroes, is a modest man 
averse to speaking of his achievements, but in 
response to an earnest request uarrated the 
incident for which this testimonial was 
awarded as follows: 

Last fall I and my family, for recreation, 
camped out in tents at Big Cedar Point, on 
the west shore of Lake Simcoe, seventy-five 
miles north of Toronto. One of the intimate 
acquaintances we made while there was Harry 
Darke, the keeper of the lighthouse on Fox 
Island, in Lake Simcoe, three miles northeast 
of our camp at Big Cedar Point. He came to 
see me in his yacht Sept. 5, and took me with 
him to Belle Ewart, a few miles farther south 
on the take shore, where we both had busi- 
ness. In the afternoon he brought me back 
to Big Cedar Point and then started for Fox 
Island alone, ptomising to call for me again 
about 5 o’clock.' When it was time for him 
to leave Fox Island again I went up on the 
high ground at the Point to see him come, 
and was surprised. to see a man in the water 
half way to Fox Island, waving his hat for 
help. I could not tell who it was and could 
hardly be ceriain he was calling for help, but 
I determined to go to his rescue. 

Here I should say Harry Darke was 32 
years old, weighed 225 pounds, and was a 
trained and well-known athlete, he being 
trained with Hanlon. He was probably the 
finest specimen of physical manhood I ever 
saw. I may say concerning myself I am 34 
years old and weigh 112 pounds. I was born 
in Chicago, and educated at the Northwestern 
University and the University of Chicago, 
My father jis the cashier in thé flouring mills 
of Norton & Co., at Lockport. Harry Darke 
ean swim like a fish, but I can hardly say I 
can swim at all. Concerning the weather 1 
should say it was so cold I was wearing a 
double set of underclothing, and the wind had 
been rising all day, though there was no rain. 
By 4 o' clock in the afternoon it was blowing 
a gale, as it had) done several times within a 
week, resulting in the destruction of several 
yachts. 

Urged Not to Attempt the Rescue, 

‘All had to go to the assistance of the 
drowning man in was askiff fourteen feet 
long, and when I talked of rowing out on the 
lake in it ny family nearly went crazy. My 
wife stuck to me like a leech, and wept and 
pleaded, and it was a terrible task for me to 
tear myself away from her, but I did it all 
the same. As the wind was blowing straight 
from the north, I had to row due north to 
avoid the trough of the sea, and then drift 
back to the drowning man. This took forty- 
five minutes of the hardest rowing conceiv- 
able, and then I drifted by him ata distance 
of seventy-five feet. As 1 passed he called 
‘out to me, and gave such nautical instruc- 
tions as disclosed at once who he was. 

„It was my old friend, Harry Darke, who 
had never got home after he left me, but had 
been capsized and water-logged, and had been 
stariding in the freezing water for three hours. 
The idea of my rescuing him was so comical 
we both broke out into laugh, After great 
trouble, by following his directions, I rowed 
my skiff straight into his water-logged yacht 
and took him off. I was then so completely 
exhausted he had to row both of us back to 
Big Cedar Point, which, as he rowed with the 
wind, was not such a task as I had. This is 
what I got the testimonial fox.“ 


The first man admitted was Brother A. L. 
Maxwell of Flat Rock, Crawford County, 
III. Mr. Maxwell is President of the Popu- 
lists’ organization of the State, who assisted 
in the fusion movement in Springfield the 
other day, and was in Chicago to see how the

There were City Hall employés in the 
crowd whose jobs depended on their secur- 
ing admission to the floor of the conven- 
tion, and they were fighting for those 
jobs with all the fierceness which inspires 
a Twenth-ninth Ward patriot to strug- 
g'e ata primary election. They declared they 
must get in, and waved what they were pleased 
to call credentials in the face of the closed 
and locked doors, and announced that they 
must get in or the building would come down. 
By 2 o'clock the street in front of the hall 
was jammed. Men tore each other’s clothes 
in their eagerness to get near the doors, and 
fisticuff fights were numerous. There were 
not many police in the crowd, and what there 
were acted asif they had been ordered to 
keep hands off, an order which they 
obeyed to the letter. It was glorious fun 
forall, and the delegates from the south- 
western wards enjoyed it thoroughly. 

Jesse Cox, the single-taxer, loomed up with 
a smile on his face and gave brotherly greet- 
ing to Charley Dixon, who was evidently 
nervous over the situation. The yells from 
the crowd on the outside boded no good to 
Charley’s experienced ears. He expected 
every minute to see the barriers swept away 
and the floor filled up with City Hall em- 
ployés and ward heelers, Charley organized 
a guard to act in an emergency at the head of 
the stairs in case the gang got in. 

Kate Kane, with a bag filled with legal doc- 
uments, moved into the hall. She took a seat 
on the platform by the side of Col. Hamilton, 
an exponent of tho Populistic faith, a fine- 
looking man, who wore a white tile. Brother 
William C. Pomeroy was there, too, and he 
carried in his handa doubie-knotted bluck- 
thorn stick which came from the little isle 
beyond the seas. Brother Pomeroy said: 
“It’s going to bea hot convention and we 
will be through when we get through.” The 
la borites showed up in great numbers. Dick 
Powers, ex-President of the Seamen’s Union, 
now ina more lucrative business, was there. 
George Roorback, whose credentials had been 
refused, was making a frantic appeal for rec- 
ognition at the outer gates. George sent in- 
side for friendly Indians to come to his as- 
sistance, but his entreaties were in vain.

There 
were-a lot of old men on the floor, patriarchal 
gentlemen, who wore long gray beards and 
straw hats that had been preserved through 
the rigors of the last winter in à paper flour 
ga SO the doors of the gallery were 
thrown vpen and in rolled ex-Ald.

Mr. O’Brien’s appearance with his 
friends was the signal for great confusion.

Some ill-advised person suggested that the 
proceedings were out of order, because the 
committee on resolutions had not reported, 
and this was taken up by Delegates Walker 
and Ryan, the latter demanding a division of

the work of the convention was reguiar and 
in accordance with the published call. 
The suggestion was adopted with the result 
that a bitter war was fought out under cir- 
cumstances which placed the convention be- 
yond the control of Chairman Riley. Men lost 
their tempers, and the hurricane of hate and an- 
ger ran riot. They lost their heads altogether 
and charged wildly around, cursing friends 
and foes alike. They were seemingly crazed 
over the idea that they were being defrauded 
by the trickery of their opponents. The Chair- 
man was scored by one of the delegates from 
Whiting, who hurled a string of oaths at 
him. The Chairman was seated on a 
stage, protected from the back and sides by 
heavy curtains, thus separating him from the 
delegates and their too enthusiastic friends. It 
was well so, for at one time during the pro- 
ceedings had he been within reach of some 
of the screaming, reasonless delegates 
he might at. least have had 
some of his wearing apparel rumrled. In 
dividing the house to ascertain whether or not 
the proceedings were irregular the conven- 
tion decided by a vote of 36 ta 22 that the 
nowinations were out of order. This was 
done at the demand of Delegate Ryan on 
an,appeal from Chairman Riley’s ruling. 
The fight with chairs at once began in 
which one or two delegates were injured. 
The convention broke up in a row. 

A new convention has been called for next 
Wednesday, but as most of the members are 
leaving the purty it is thought that the Popu- 
lists will be without a county ticket at the fall 
election.

ANOTHER STEAMBOAT WAR IS ON. 


Lincoln Park Commissioners Want to 
Make a Heavy Dockage Fee. 

Steam boat traffic between Van Buren street 
pier and the Sanitarium pier at Lincoln Park 
is threatened with total stoppage, owing to a 
dispute between the owners of the vessels and 
the Park Commissioners as to dockage fees. 
The Commissioners have decided to charge a 
fee of two and one-half cents for every pas- 
senger landing on the pier and the same for 
every passenger einbarking from it. Not 
only is this to be the rate for the future, 
but there is a demand for arrears on this 
basis from the beginning of the season. 
The boat-owners contend that this demand, 
amounting to one-sixth of the fare 
for single trips and one-fifth for round trips, 
will, with the charges at Randolph street and 
van Buren street piers, swamp all their 
profits. The owners have been informed 
there is really no legal authority for the mak- 
ing of any charge whatever. So long as the 
fee charged was moderate they did not dis- 
pute the equity of paying for the maintenance 
of the pier, but if the Commissioners insist 
upon the high charge now demanded the 
question of the legality of the demand will be 
raised. The steamboat-owners have con- 
sulted D. W. Heffron, whose advice to them 
so far as he has studied the

WHISKY TRUST IS IN A DILEMMA. 


Cannot Get That $5,000,000 Loan to Re- 
0 lease Ita Stock from Bond, 


New Tonk, Aug. 18.— [Special. — The story 
of the row between the magnates of the 
whisky trust in Russell Sage’s office was read 
with interest by Wall street men. The man- 
agers of the trust havea great lot of whisky 
in bond. If they don’t get it out quick, be- 
fore the tariff bill becomes a law, they lose 
20 cents a gallon for every ga:ilon now in 
bond. To take all their whisky out of Un- 
cle Sam's pawnshop requires $5,000,000 in 
cash. And nobody will lend it to them, and 
then Cleveland’s action on the tariff bill is so 
uncertain. This is the peculiar situation in 
which the whisky trust found itself today. 
On the other hand there are those’who assert 
that by the reports that the trust could not 
arrange to borrow enough money to take its 
immense whisky holdings out of bond the 
insiders managed to der ress the stock to 18% 
today. This they say was without any 
apparent reason. save that there was 
a demand for all offerings by brokers 
representing Western operators. A well 
known whisky dealer, who 1s posted in the 
methods of the trust, said that the story of a 

uarrel between Nelson Morris and President 
. of the whisky trust was generally 
considered by whisky men to bea job put up 
by the insiders for the purpose of affecting 
the stock market. Deputy Collector King, 
Chief of the Third Division of the Custom- 
House, said that $248,552 in duties had been 
paid on whisky in the last four days. No 
whisky was taken out of bond today. 

Peoria, III., Aug. 18.— [Special. — There 
are many rumors current this evening re- 
garding the whisky trust and the big ioan, 
but the only really authentic information is 
that the money has not been received and 
distillers are hoping it will certainly be here 
Monday morning. The whole trouble over 


the money hinges on a question of per- | 


sonal security. The New-Yorkers have 
the money ready, but are not willing to 
hand it over on the security offered. 
President/Greenhut is endeavoring to secure 
additional security which will be satisfactory 
and there will be no more difficulty. Some 
weeks ago the trust had the money all right. 
lt was in Chicago, but when it looked as 
though they would not need it allowed the 
opportunity to pass and were forced to go to 
New York. The trust is taxpaying all the 
goods in houses outside of Peoria and Pekin, 
and concentrating all its efforts toward the re. 

auging in the Peoria and Pekin warehouses,

Ida K. feared not the storm, and under the 
command of Capt. Peter Wood they sailed 
their stanch craft over the entire course, al- 
though not another yacht in their class dared 
poke its nose outside the harbor. The Hattie 
B. of the second-class sloops won over the 
Pinta and Marion in as hard a fought race as 
was ever sailed with merely a good sailing 
breeze. The Pinta took second place, win- 
ning over the Marion by six minutes. The 
Viking, which seemed to possess the spirit of 
the old Norsemen, plowed its way through 
heavy seas that constantly broke over it and. 
so far distanced the other competitors in its 
class that they did not finish. 

So heavy was the sea that the excursion 
steamers were compelled to stop their regu- 
lar trips, and, with the exception of the big 
merchant vessels, which piowed along 
through the sea, the lake was deserted to the 
daring yachtsmen. The race between the 
Pinta, Hattie B., and Marion was especially 
spirited, With solid water sweeping their 
decks constantly the crews of these boats 
fought out each mile of the course in an ef- 
fort to win. That the Hattie B. came in first 
and won without time allowance over both 
Pinta and Marion was due soleiy to good sea- 
manship, for slight mistakes in windward 
work would have thrown the race away to the 
Pinta, which was sailed pertectiy throughout 
the race. The Marion was handled well, but 
it was not its day and weather. One other 
eighteen-foot yacht besides the Ida K. went 
out and sailed with the racers for a long time, 
and that was the Lucy. It was not entered, 
and the crew took it out simply for the pleas- 
ure they found in battling the wind and waves. 

The gale came near causing a postpone. 
ment of the race. The Peri was off the park 
shortly after 2 o’clock, the time set for the 
race, and the Pinta wasin sight soon after. 
The Viola of Milwaukee chen appeared, fol- 
lowed by the Hattie B. and Iola. For two 
hours these boats stood back and forth oppo- 
site the sanitarium holding on for the pros- 
pect of the race.

Sends Them Away in the Gale. 


But the regatta committee decided that 
the yachts were ready to sail and the 
contest was entirely possible despite the gale. 
So the steamer Abyssinia. which was lying in 
the lagoon with steam up, was chartered for 
the judges and timekeepers, and the stake 
beat-taken out and anchored. It was then 
nearly 3:40 o'clock, two hours after the ad- 
vertised time of the race. The steamer was 
turned around and took up a position at the 
stakeboat. A shrill whistle informed the 
boats that it was time to prepare for the start. 
The red flag on the stakeboat indicated the 
course to the Lake View crib, and the yachts 
sailed for the leeward side of the line. Five 
minutes was given to prepare and then thesig- 
nal was given. It was then 3:50 o’clock. 
The Marjon was over first, and stood away on 
the port tack, with the Hattie B. close be- 
hind. The lola was third and the Viking a 
short distance after it. The little Ida K. was 
ready by this time, and the Pinta slid over the 
line five minutes later than its nearest com. 
petitor, the Hattie B. The Turtle of Wau- 
kegan brought up the rear, having lost a few 
seconds by being behind the starting limit of 
ten minutes. : 

All the boats had taken the port tack 
and stood out into the lake. The Marion and 
Hattie B. were having a pretty struggle for 
the lead, and the Hattie H. was seen to point 
considerably higher. In a long line the 
yachts thrashed out their way against the 
heavy wind and sea, with one gaining a slight 
advantage first, which was taken away in a 
short time by the next boat. The Pinta buf. 


feted the heavy seas in splendid style and 


seemed to be doing the best of all, while the 
lola fell rapidly to leeward. Every boat was 
cut down to the storm rig, reefed mainsail 
and jib, and was lieeled way over before the 
stiff wind. As they ducked into the head sea 
they threw showers of water into the air, and 
their sails were wet high up. 


Fast Time Before the Wind. 


After standing out in the lake for several 
miles the yachts came.about and headed for 
the cribon the starboard tack. The Hattie 
B. and Marion came about together, followed 
in quick succession by all the others. The 
calculations of the skippers had been correct, 
for the yachts made the crib without another 
tack. The Hattie B. was around first, at 
5:06:05, having made the dead beat to wind- 
ward of three miles in one hour, thirteen min- 
utes, and fifteen seconds. The Pinta came 
next, turning at 5:08:40, havmy made the 
leg in one hour and eleven minutes and gained 
two minutes and fifteen seconds on the Hattie 
B. The Turtle rounded next, at 5 09:52. 
having passed the Viking, Marion, and Ida K. 
The Marion came next, at 5:11 05, and had 
lost over four minutes to the Hattie B. 

As the Hattie B. rounded the crip it sent up 
a gaff topsail and this example was followed 
by the Pinta. The Marion and Viking fol- 
lowed in this, and with the heavy wind 
astern the yachts raced with furious speed to- 
ward the water-works crib off Chicago ave- 
nue. By the time the Ida K. had passed at 
5:22:25 the foremost of the racers was so 
far toward the nextt urning point that the 
judges’ boat was headed for the finishing 
point. The Ida K. seemed to be sailing like a 
witch as compared with the larger boats. 

The wind, which had been almost north, 
shifted a little to the eastward, and by the 
time yachts were on the homestretch 
they had an easy reach to sail with the wind 
nearly abeam, instead of having to sail close- 
hauled, as had promised at first. The Hattie 
B. came up the course swiftly under this fa- 
vorable wind, and finished seven and a haif 
minutes before the Pinta. It had started tive

NEW JAPANESE MINISTER ARRIVES. 


Mr, Skurino Reaches San Francisco on the 
China=His Interesting History. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 18.—[Special.] 
—Mr. Skurino, the new Japanese Minister 
to the United States, arrived here today on the 
China. He has been given his position be- 
cause of thorough knowledge of existing 
treaties and confidences between the United 
States and Corea. He has a most interesting 
history. He was born in 1854 at Takenoka 
Kinshin in the southwestern part of Japan. 


_ In 1874 he went to Boston, Mass., for educa- 


tion, and in 1878 was admitted to the 
Harvard Law school, taking three years, 
the regular course. He received the degree 
Bachelor of Law. Returning to Japan 
he entered into the service of 
foreign affairs as Secretary. He represented 
Japan at the International Exposition in Paris 
in 1890. Returning home in 1891, he was 
promoted to be director of the law bureau, 
and then director of political affairs, and held 
the same position until appointed, July 23, 
1894, to the post of Minister to the United 
States. Of orders and decorations he has re- 
ceived the Japanese fourth-class sacred treas- 
ury; French, Commander Legion of Honor; 
German, Commander of Red Eagle; Russian, 
‘Commander of St. Andrew; Siamese, Grand 
Cordon of the Order of the Crown; Turkish, 
Grand Officer of the Order of the Mejei; Ha- 
wullan, Grand Officer Order Capiolani.

Bars of Gold with Many Jewels Recovered 
in a Small Store. 


Miuwavxez, Wis., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
Louis Limmers, who ran a combination 
saloon, tailor shop, and jeweiry repair shop, 
was arrested tonight together with two noted 
crooks. For two years there hag been a gang 
of thieves operating here and all efforts of the 
police to capture them proved futile. 
The police found several bars of gold and sil- 
ver in Limmer's place. They were made up, 
it is alleged, of watches and rings which had 
been meited down; besides these about 150 
small diamonds and other stones were found. 
The total value of the plunder recovered is 
$3,000. The police refuse to give the names 
of the two burglars arrested, as they expect to 
catch others of the gang. 


Coreans Built the First Ironclad. 


The Coreans are credited with constructing the 
first ironclad, and it is said the vessel is still in 
existence. In 1883 it was described as follows 
by Ensign Foulke of the navy. iu a report from 
Seoul: The old navy consisted of junks, which 
were armed with grapnels, punching pikes;and 
small firearms. At present there are no vessels 
kept for war purposes at all. During the last 
war with the Japanese in 1619 an iron turtle- 
backed vessel was built by the Coreans, and very 


successfully used against the Japanese wooden . 


junks. From ports under the turtle-back grap- 
nels were thrown on the Japanese junks, which 
were then capsized or sunk by having hoies 
punched in them. This ironclad is still in exist- 
ence at Yong Yong; itis one of the oldest, if not 
the oldest, ironclad in the world.”

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GOTHAM IS SINKING. 


IN A FEW CENTURIES IT MAY BE 
ENTIRELY SUBMERGED. 


Prof. J. W. Spencer Details His Researches 
as to the Steady Sinking of the Ameri- 
ean Continent and How the Movement 
Affects Various Seotlons- w. H. Vogel, 
Son of the Clothier, Shoots a Woman 
and Kills Himself=General News from 
the Eastern Metropolis. } 


New York, Aug. 18.—[{Special.]—There is 
no use buying any more real estate on Man- 
hattan Island or putting up any more perma- 
nent structures, for all the buildings are to be 
washed away and ducks are to paddle about 
in Madison square. Investments in these di- 
rections are also pronounced a little risky in 
other parts of the country. That is what 
Prof. J. W. Spencer foresees as a result of 
the steady sinking of the American Conti- 
nent which is going on and which he has ac- 
curately observed and measured. Prof. 
Spencer is one of the leading scientists 
gathered in Brooklyn, and has only recently 
vacated the chair of Official Geologist of 
the State of Georgia. He made an 
address early in the week before the Amer- 
ican Geological Society, but only touched 
lightly upon the sinking of this continent. 
In order to ascertain his ideas more in detail 
on this aspect of the question he was seen to- 
day and asked to state exactly how the sink- 
ing of the continent was to affect New York. 
Prof. Spencer, divesting his remarks of all 
technical terms, said: 

“Tho eastern and southeastern part of the 
continent and the West Indies were, in recent 
geological times, from 8,000 to 12,000 feet 
higher than now, with great cafions cutting 
across them like the cafions of the Colorado 
of the West. This last period of high con- 


tinental elevation came down almost to mod- 


ern times. Then the continent gradually 
subsided, so slowly as not to deform and de- 
face the forms of the old valleys as a general 
thing, and then sunk to a few hundred feet 
below the present, so as to bring the shores of 
the Atlantic up to the Piedmont escarpment 
and reached up the Mississippi Valley to 
Illinois, 

But at the present time the coast of New 
Jersey is sinking at the rate of about two feet 
acentury. That movement extends prob- 
ably inland to the mountains. The coast of 
the Southern States and Florida is sinking, as 
also the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, but the 
movement is comparatively slow and not 
known to exceed a foot a century. Some 
points of Cuba seem to be rising. On the 
other hand Labrador and the country to the 
North is rising.. The eastern end of Lake 
Ontario also appeurs to be rising 
at the. rate of two and 
feet per century, while the region aiong 
the northern end of Lake Champlain is proba- 
bly r.simg four feet per century. The 
Niagara district is rismg about a foot and a 
quarter per century, but the western end of 
Lake Erie is stationary. :

ATTEMPTS MURDER AND KILLS HIMSELF 


W. H. Vogel, Son of the Clothier, Shoots a 
Woman, Then Ends His Life. 

New York, Aug. 18.—[Special.]—William 
H. Vogel, 32 years old, son of Henry Vogel, 
the big clothier of Nos, 800 and 2265 Third 
avenue, attempted to murder the woman with 
whom he lived and then killed himself in the 
boarding-house, No. 123 East One Hundred 
and Sixteenth street, at 2 o’clock this after. 
noon. The woman he attempted to kiil is 
Louisa B. Bartlett, 82 years old. a handsome 
blonde, said to have come here from Boston. 
Miss Bartlett was removed to the Harlem 
Hospital and it is believed she will not recov- 
er. Vogel was married some years ago and 
about three weeks ago his wife got a divorce. 

Miss May Robertson, who keeps the board- 
ing-house on One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street, was in her sitting-room this afternoon 
when she heard the report of pistol shots. 
After a moment of silence she heard a scream 
from Miss Bartlett. Mrs. Robertson was too 
much frightened to go up-stairs, and before‘

F. Johnston rushed from the street into the 
house and up-stairs to the front room on the 
second floor. He found the room in great 
disorder. In one corner of the apartment 
close by the wardrobe he saw Miss Bartlett 
lying beneath a mattress, which she had 
pc from the bed. and the body of 

fogel lying on the mattress. Vogel was al- 
ready dead. Johnston dragged the body onto 
the carpet. Then he pulled the mattress off 
of Miss Bartlett and assisted her to arise. 
She was in great agony and hysterica!. She 
said Vogel had got out of bed shortly afler 
noon. As she approached the wardrobe he 
was standing on the other side of the bed, 
which stood in the center of the room. While 
her back was turned he fired at her. The 
first bullet missed her but the second lodged 
in the lower part of the spine. She screamed 
and turning caught the mattress, and, 
dropping on the flour. pulled it over her. 
He fired and the shot §lodged in the 
wall over the mantelpiece. Miss Bartlett said 
she heard two more shets, and then Vogel ex- 
claimed as he threw himself on the mattress: 
„See, Louisa, I am dead!“ Vogel had fired 
two sbots through his breast on a line with 
his heart, one in the left and one in the right 
side. 
Miss Bartlett had quarreled with Vogel at 
the house this morning. Miss Bartlett said 
that during her acquaintance with Vogel hé 
had threatened to kill her at least four times.

The result at least demonstrated the Senate 
now is in favor of free sugar and a bounty, 
this being a Republican proposition dating 
back to the McKinley law. To insure their 
majority the Republicans gathered in the 
votes of Peffer, Kyle, and Stewart and the 
two Louisianans, Blanchard and Caffery. 
Had there been a few more Senators on hand 
free sugar with the bounty might have been 
submitted to the House. That body is com- 
mitted against the bounty, but it might have 
taken it to avoid the differential to the trust. 

As the Senate next passed the Murphy reso- 
lution with all reference to Secretary Carlisle 
left out itis doubtfulif any of the popgun 
bills will receive serious consideration. The 
resolution of Mr. Murphy as amended to 
make it acceptable to the Republicans de- 
clared no more tariff legislation is advisable 
and that an early adjournment is in order. 
This passed by a vote of 27 to 16, a quorum 
being easily obtainable when it was sought to 
shut off action on the popgun bills. The six- 
teen negative votes were cast by the Demo- 
cratic faction which is seeking to make the 
tariff — follow out the pledges of the 
party platform for free raw materials. Six- 
teen Republicans voted for the resolution in 
accordance with the caucus determination 
that the country needed only the certainty 
that there would be no more tariff legislation 
to recover rapidly from the commercial de- 
pression of the year. Three Populists, Pet. 
fer, Kyle, and Stewart, voted with the Repub- 
licans for the same reason. Eight Demo- 
crats, one-third of the voting strength of the 
party, followed the Republicans, Gibson. 
Gorman, Smith, Murphy, and Pugh represent 
the original conservative element.

The Murphy resolution on its face declares 
against any further action on the tariff, but it 
is likely to provearope of sand. Senator 
Jones said this evening he would push his 
resolution for a straight ad valorem duty of 
30 per cent on sugar, both raw and refined, 
thus cutting off all protection to the trust. 
Many of the Republicans would vote for this 
were it not for their desire to end the agita- 
tion at once, and a dozen or more of the Dem- 
oerats. The conservative wing of the De- 
mocracy in the Senate is boiling mad over 
what they term the rankest treachery in pro- 
tecting their interests while the big bill was 
under consideration and then attacking them 
by separate measures. They threaten that 
they will prevent the correction of manifest 
errors in the tariff bill unless they are let 
alone. 

After the adoption of the Murphy resolution 
Mr. Lindsay (Dem., Ky.) offered a resolu- 
tion expressing it to be the sense of the Senate 
that Congress shouid not adjourn until a bill 
had been passed discontinuing any duty on 
refined sugar which would operate for the 
benefit of the sugar trust.

Sherman Attacks the Democrats.

Sarnatoaa, N. V., Aug. 18.—([Spécial. |}—One 
of the largest crowds that ever witnessed an 
afternoon’s racing at the Spa saw today’s 
high clases card run off. Before the bugle 
called the horses to the post for the initial 
race seating room in the stand was at a pre- 
mium and every box was fully occupied. 

The great attraction of the day was the 
Moet & Chandon handicap at one mile, It 
seemed as if nine-tenths of the occupants of 
the stand had gone to the track almost en- 
tirely for the purpose of witnessing the great 
contest that the particular race promised.

GIVES THE MEN’S SIDE 


T. v. HEATHOOTE TESTIFIES. FUB- 
THER BEFORE THE OOMMISS#0N. 


Details the Circumstances Surréunding 
the Discharge of Three Members of the 
Grievance Committee That Waited on 


the Pullman Management=Maty Alice 

Wood, a Woman Striker, Tells How Her 

Wages Were Cut, but Not Her Rent 
_ Effort Toward Arbitration Outlined, 

The session of the labor com missjon yes- 
terday only took half of the day. It was the 
last day in the week and the Com migsioners 
wanted to view the fight of the forces of 
Uncle Sam with an imagiaary enemy @t Camp 
Orrington Lunt, : 

The seats of the court-room were all filled 
when the proceedings were begun at 10. 
o'clock yesterday. The evidence taken was 
mostly a repetition of that already heard by 
the commission relating to the conditions at 
Pullman and the black list of the railroads. 

Thomas W. Heathcote was recalled as the 
first witness. He said the Pullman company, 
through one of ite clerks, had offered on one 
day to allow the employés to examine the 
books of the company and the next day they 
were not allcwed to do so by one of the offi- 
cials. He said the day the strike was decided 
on three men who had served on thé commit- 
tee that had cailed on Mr. Pullman the day 
before were discharged and that there were 
forty-six members of the committee. They 
had been premised by the officials of the 
company that they would not be discriimi- 
nated against, but were permanently dis- 
charged the following day and no reason was 
given for their discharge. 

Did the company discharge the rest of 
the forty-six who were members of the com- 
mittee? Commissioner Kernan asked. 

No, sir. Mr. Wickes said if we would go 
bagk to work thecompany would examine and 
consider our grievances. We returned to the 
shops the next morning and Mr. Hastings 
and two others were discharged and we tried 
to find out the reason for their discharge 


and were told that work was so far ahead that 


they would have to be laid off. The foreman 
of the department himself finished Mr. Hast- 
ings’ work. I don't know why the balance 
of the committee were not discharged. 

“The local unions of the American Rail- 
way Union were organized in the latter part 
of Marchand during the month, of April. 
The different cuts made in the wages were so 
severe that we had no other way by which we 
could get the company to talk with us except 
through organization. If they knew we were 
thorough.y organized we thought perhaps we 
could obtain a settlement of our grievances. 
All other plans were tried. The organ- 
ization grew out of the unsatisfactory 
wages at Pullman, At the time of the strike 
we had a membership of about 4,000, of 
which 2,500 to 3,000 occupied the houses at 
Pullman. The others lived at Chicago and 
Kensington and the surrounding neighbor- 
* The cost of a card in the A. R. U. is 


Lou therefore raised 54.000 to join the 
American Railway Union?’’ was asked. 

Les sir. There is one point I would like 
to speak about and that is, one of the fore- 
men is a man of violent temper. One man 
was behind with a piece of work and the fore- 
man, George Trumbiey, struck him in the 
face. The matter was réported to the man- 
agement and nothing was done about it. The 
employé struck was going to take legal action 
in the matter, and he was told that if he did 
so he would lose his position. 


Woman Striker Testifies: 
A striker by the name of Mary Alice Wood 


was the next Witness, and testified that she 


was a member of the American Railway 
Union and worked from December, 1893, to 
May. 1894, in the electrical department at 
Pullman. She had not attempted to get her 
position back, as she could not live on the 
wages paid her. She said she was paid $1 a 
day, supfcrted her mother and a little niece, 
and paid $17.71 tor rent to the Pullman 
company. Three years ago she worked for 
the com any and at that time made from 
$1.75 to $2.25 daily. 

My father,” she said, prior to eight 
years ago, was empioyed asa watchman for 
the Puliman company. One of the rules of 
the company was that no empioyé could leave 
the premises with his tools without a permit. 
July 15, 1886. a man named Pierson at- 
tempted to go ‘out with his tools and my 
father stopped him and the man struck my 
father in the face with a hammer. Lieut. 
Kane arrested the man and he was acquitted 
because no company had the right to make 
the rule. My father never was able to take 
+ a position and died the following 

ay. 

Miss Wood said the company had tried to 
retain her wages for the rent of a house of 
her sister and had served her with a notice of 
eviction, although berown rent was fully 
paid. She was now in arrears for rent and 
the company’s agents called at the house for 
the rent last week. 

Frank P. McDonald, a locomotive engineer 
and President of Local Union No. 806, A. R. 
U., told of his connection with the strike. 
He was a delegate to the convention of 
May 12 and said that personally he 
opposed the strike, but he was di- 
rected by his lodge to vote in favor of it. 
He had been connected with other strikes ana 
was the author of the Great American Scab 
Route circular which was distributed dur- 
ing the C., B. and Q. strike some years ago, 
which read: 

When you travei take the Great American 
Scab Route, the C., B. and Q> railroad and 
prepare to meet your God. Close connec. 
tions with the hereafter and all points on the 
Bt X. vy 

He told of the proceed: of the conven- 
tion. He said Chicago and Great Western em- 
ployés were dissatisfied before tne strike on 
account of a cut of 10 per cent made in the 
winter against the shop employés. He said 
an order had also been given cutting the train 
men 10 per cent, but was dfterward counter- 
manded. The engineers were also made to 
stay on service too long without sleep. 

Ho longa time have you worked with- 
out sleep?“ questioned Mr. Kernan.

company several times as high as sixty hours, 
and have even been in service as high as sev- 
enty-two bours. When a man is in service 
that long he has not the control of his facul- 
ties. I know that my mind was not the same

Hints at a Railroad Blacklist. 


The Great Northern strike commenced 
justat thetime the reduction was ordered, 
and at that time the Chicago and Great West- 
ern employés almost) by concerted action 
joined the Amer'can Railway Union. The 
Chicago and Northwestern railway locked 
out its switchmen four or five years ago, and 
a large number of them found employment 
on the Northern Pacific. This spring thir- 
teen of these men were discharged 
after they had worked for that road a,long 
time. In every case they were the discharged 
men of the Chicago and Northwestern. When 
a complaint was made to the Northern Pacific 
company it was stated by the management 
that the Chicago and Calumet Terminal had 
purchased the Chicago and Northern Pacific 
and had furnished the employés of the Chica- 
go and Northern Pacific and the men who 
took the places of the thirteen old ewployés 
were former employés of the Chica 
o and Calumet Terminal. The men 
ismissed had worked for the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific for twenty-two months or 
more. They did not apply this rule to 
engineers and only to the thirteen gswitchmen. 
It certainly looked like a blacklist following 
the discharged Chicago and Northwestern 
men. I got the thirteen men reinstated. 
Another cause of the strike is that most of 
the railroad men owe the Chicago, Burlmgton 
and Quincy a grudge for their treatment. in 
the strike some years ago. I personaily know

The 
Superintendent came into the depot and or- 
dered the crew of the mail train to take out 
the excursion train and the mail train was 
annulled, conductor’s name was John 
Asbton, the engineer’s Frank Lindsay, and 
the brakeman’s Ellison. 

+ I want to tell you one thing and that is, 
Conductor Ashton and Engineer Lindsay will 
not be permitted by the railroads they 
work for to testify before this commission, 
You will have to bring them here forcibly or 
you will not get them, as they would lose 
their pcsitions if they came in willingly. 
There are a great number of men who were 
strikers who are intimidated in this way. If 
they testify they will be blacklisted.“ 

Mr. McDonald told of his experience with 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railway, 
and said they followed him’ everywhere and 
tried to prevent his securing employment. 
During this testimony he read the American 
scab route circular above referred to, and 
caused much merriment in the court-room. 

Arthur M. Wilson, formerly employed as a 
woodworker at Pullman, testified that his 
wages had been cut from $30 to $34 for two 
weeks two years ago to $18 to $20 for the 
same length of time this year. He said that 
four-fifths of the work done at the Pullman 
shops just before the strike was work on 
Pullman cars and not the cars made for out- 
side railroads. Meetie West, a seamstress, 
testified that her wages were cut from 
17 cents an hour to from 6 to 12 cents. 
Expert testimony as to the vaiue of rents in 
Puliman and adjoining towns was given by 
Andrew W. Pierson, a real estate man with 
offices at One Hundred and Sixteenth street 
and Michigan avenye. He has between 
ninety and one hundred houses to rent in the 
vicinity of Pullman. He said 
Puliman was at least one-third higher than it 
should be. 


Miss Addams’ Work for Arbitration. 


Miss Jane Addams, Superintendent of the 
Hull House anda member of the Board of 
Conciliation of the Civic Federation, told of 
her efforts to bring about a settlement of the 
strike. She said: | . 

The board met at the Auditorium during 
the earlier stages of the strike. I was asked 
to find out the attitude of the strikers towards 
arbitration. My fret intercourse with the 
strikers was with Mr. Heathcote, and he fa- 
vored arbitration. Inext saw Mr. Howard, 
and found him friendly to the idea. I saw Mr. 
Debs, and he was not only ready but eager 
for arbitration. He arranged for our com- 
mittee to meet the generai strike committee 
at Pullman. Mrs. Henrotin, another mem- 
ber of the committeey was unable to go to 
Pullman, and I was the only member that 
metthem. There were present at the meeting 
fifty or sixty of the men, and they 
passed a resolution declaring themselves 
ready to arbitrate. The proposition 
was first suggested by Lyman J. Gage, and 
was only on the subject of rents. It was 
suggested that three men be appointed from 
the Real Estate Board to arbitrate the mat- 
ter and ascertain whether the reuts were ex- 
orbitant, their estimates to bo presented to 
the Pullman company and the empioyés. It 
was impossibie for the committee when it 
called on Mr. Pullman to get any satisfaction 
from him. His reply Invariably was that 
there was nothing to arbitrate. It seemed 
to us that the company had applied strict 
competition as a means of lowering wages 
and that they had no competition as to rents.“ 

Miss Addams then made a comparison of 
the rents paid at Pullman and elsewhere, and 
said that in the heart of Chicago the rents for 
similar accommodations were not as high as 
those at Pullman. 

Charles B. St. Clair, a switchman and 
brakeman, testified that he was blacklisted, 
although he took no part in the strike. He 
applied for work on different roads, and was 
told he could not work. He said he was also 
blacklisted in 1892 on account of his 
refusal to work after an injury was 
received by him and before he had entirely 
recovered. At the close of his testimony the 
commission adjourned to 10 o’clock Mon- 


ay. 

Next week the commission will subpcna 
the newspaper men who worked on the strike.

DEBS’ ASSOCIATES FILE AN ANSWER,

they were sent by the defendant Hogan. In 
the answers to the interrogatories the defend- 
ants say that Hogan sent and received all the 
telegrams except those relating to the finances 
of the union.

TO EXTINGUISH FIRES BY MEANS 
or as AN OLD IDEA 


Local Managers Look: with Doubting Eyes 
on the Pian of Prof. Norton of Ciacin- 
natiePresident Rothwell Favors the 
Continuance of the Chicago Fire De- 
partment for the Present- Charges Are 
Made Against a Board Member—Adjust- 
ment of Recent Lumber Losses. 


Insurance men do not look with any very 
great degree of favor upon the plan of Prof. 
Norton of the University of Cincinnati, who 
proposes to supplant water with gas asa fire- 
fightmg agency. Prof. Norton in a paper be- 
fore the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science claimed to have die- 
covered the secret of putting out fire by the 
use of chemicals, @omg away entirely with 
fire engines, water supply, and the other or- 
dinary accessories of a fire department. 

„This is an old scheme of scientists, said 
President S. A. Rothermel of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ Association, yesterday. Ten 
years or more ago a Frenchman made a sim- 
ilar discovery, which he thought would revo- 
lutionize the world, make fire engines a thing 
of the past, and do away with insurance com- 
panies entirely. According to the last reports 
from Paris, however, notwithstanding it is 
the home of the inventive Frenchman, they 
are still fighting fire with water. There 
is a possibility, of course, that some 
time some inventor will disgover a 
process which will do away with all 
danger of fire, but I fear it will not be in our 
own lifetime. As I understand Prof. Nor- 
ton’s scheme it is for the putting in of a sys- 
tem of piping in all buildings where protec- 
tion is wanted, through which, either auto- 
matically or under the controhof a atchmau 


pose, a powerful current of gas could be lib- 
erated in any room or apartment in the build. 
ing. Carbon dioxide is the chemical Prof. 
Norton proposes to use for fire-fighting. His 
claim is that u certain gas obtained from this 
chemical, if used in sufficient quantities, will 
extinguish any fire. 

„Should such a discovery be made there is 
no question of its value. The damage by 
water is considerable and this would be done 
away with by the use of gas, though possibly 
the gas would do as much damage to the con- 
tents of the building as would water. If a 
gis can be discovered which will put out a 
tire and at the same time do no harm to a 
stock of goods or to household furnishings it 
will prove of great value and the insurance 
companies can afford to take risks at 
smaller rates than they do now. 
Just think how nice it would have been to 
have had a few of these pipes at the lumber 
district two weeks ago instead of sending in 
a first, second, third, and fourth alarm, fol- 
lowed by a special call for more engines. The 
watchman could have sat in the office with his 
feet on the radiator. smokmg a pipe, and 
turned the stop-cock and presto the fire would 
have been out. I think, however, it wou.d be 
well for Chicago to retain its Fire Depart. 
meut for a few weeks yet. This will give the 
owners of the buildings time to put in pipe 
systems and get a supply of gas generated. 


COMMITTEE IS NOW AFTER A SCALP. 


Charges Againat a Local Agent for Viola- 
tion of Inaurance Ethics. 

The investigating committee of the local 
board has its war paint on fora member of 
the association who is charged with nakmg 
wrongful use of the Record, the private bul- 
letin which is sent out to the associa- 
tion members. This publication, a single 
sheet, is supposed to be strictly confiden- 
tial. In a recent case a member of the asso- 
ciation, who had the business of a large firm, 
thought the rate was too low for the risk, and 
he called the attention of other members of

ADJUSTMENT OF LUMBER LOSSES, 


Reports Made to Companies of Damage to 
John Spry and Perlev- Lowe Yards. 

The adjusters of the John Spry Lumber 
company fire have completed their labors and 
have joined in a report to the companies in- 
terested. The loss is put at $87,278.99 ona 
total insurance carried of $240.500, or 
36.20 per cent loss to the companies of the 
amount at risk. The Perley-Lowe company's 
loss is reported by the adjusters to be total. 
The insurance carried in the various compa- 
nies aggregated $145,500, which thé compa- 
nies will pay the Perley-Lowe company. 
These are the first adjustments made on the 
losses in the two big fires in the Chicago l um- 
ber district. The Wells-French loss is still 
waiting settlement, the delay being due tothe 
omission of a word in the policy form. 
George M. Harvey, who placed the insurance 
for tne Wells- French company, is expected 
back tomorrow, and a meeting ofall those 
interested will then be held a settlement 
effected if possible.

Natur- 
ally there was trouble at once. Men howled 
and yelled, stood on their chairs, and made all 
the noise they could. Finally Tom Howard 
stood on a table in front of O’Brien, and de- 
manded his attention. : : 

Mr. Howard got the floor and said past ex- 
perience in matters of this kind told him a

Cenvention Catied Of. 


At 6:45 p. m., while the coavention was in 
an indescribable tumoil, the members of the 
County Central committee got together on 
the stage and held a conference, ithout a 
minute's warning the Chairman said: 

In the name of the Cook County Central 
committee I call this convention off after 
which he left the stage. 

There then was trouble indeed. The hall 
was in a tremendous uproar, every man in it 
on his feet and all shouting at once. J. J. 
Ryan pressed forward to the platform an 
took possession of it. Behind him swarmed 
the representatives of the trades unions, the 
men with whom the City Hall was in the clos- 
est affiliation, and they took possession of the 
stage so as to protect their leader should pro- 
tection be needed; It was a clear case of 
capturing a convention by what some people 
would call the strong arm.“ The Populists 
and People’s party men, the single taxers, and 
others were helpless. They went up against 
the physical force idea and it was too much 
for them. 

The first thing Ryan said after his enthusi- 
astic followers who had planted him on the 
table had released him was to ask the dele- 
gates tc take their seats. President Jones of 
the Trades Assembly witha stick almost as 
big as a fence rail began pound- 
ing. upon the table upon which Ryan 
After a semblance of order 
had. been approached Ryan said: 

If you do not want me for Temporary 
Chairman and elect another man 1 promise 
you that the trades unions will not bolt. Now 
will you come to order!“ 

Thomas I, Howard got upon a table on the 
stage and shouted: I want to make a state- 
ment. I stand here to assert that J. J. Ryan 
is not a City Hall employé, as has been stat- 
ed. He is in favor of nominating a full coun- 
ty ticket.“ 

The confusion continued and the leaders 
among the trades unions crowded to the 
stage. The Peoples’ party leaders had all 
goue and George Howard stood talking to a 
group of delegates who had surrounded him 
to inquire the meaning of Chris O' Brien's 
action. 

City Hall Gang in Control. 

Then Brother Howard pcunded a table un- 
til he broke it into bits, after which he 
smashed the fragments of the table into 
atoms. The big light in the dome of the hall 
was extinguished, leaving only the side burn- 
ers at work. The Populists, single-taxers, 
and Sociaiists had got out of the hall as quick- 
ly as they could, The stage was filled with 
angry and excited people and onlya blow 
was needed to start a dreadful riot. 
A police Captain came on the stage, 

his presence was purely orna- 
Men quarreled argrily with 
each other, tnaking accusations of bribery, 
treachery, and bad faith. The City Hall 
crowd was by this time in possession of the 
whole business. Nothing was attempted to 
be done beyond yelling aud shouting so as to 
drive everybody out to the street. So far as 
practical results were concerned the conven- 
tion wus at an end. An excited group of mis- 
chiefmakers had the stage all to themselves, 
crowding the newspaper men until they could 
scarcely work. All the time it was getting 
darker and darker. Only tive or six lights 
were burning inthe hill, The City Hail folks 
heid their ground fearful the Populists should 
return and resume business. 

Presently Brother Pomeroy said Brother 
Ryan was going to call the delegates to order. 

There ain't no delegates here, a chap 
shouted. 

' Some one started the story that the stage 
was breaking away, and a hundred or more 
men hastily clambered unto the floor. Mr. 
Ryan rapped for order and was told“ to 
come off his perch.“ Ryan announced that 
the trades union was in a peculiar position, 
because it had given up its credentials to the 
side that had left the hall. 

‘*Indorse the Democrats—that’s what you 
came to do,“ shouted a man on the floor. 

“We won't do it,” howled Ryan. Our 
credentials have been carried away and all 
we can do is to adjourn.”’ 

He came, he said, from an old-time trades 
union. He never held an office, nor did he 
want one. He desired to see some other kind 
of a ticket nominated, not Republican or 
Democratic. Then the row got worse and 
worse. A delegate gotin a motion making 
Ryan the Permanent Chairman. This prop- 
osition was jeered. Mr. Ryan said he wouldn't 
accept the office under these conditions, al- 
though he believed he would have been elected 
if it came to a vote as between himself and 
Mr. Dixon. 


“Adjourn and Go Home.” 


** Adjourn and go home,“ he said. 

The hall was almost as dark as your hat 
and the conditions exceedingly distressing. 

Go home! Go home!“ roared Ryan, but 
few obeyed his commands. 

“Go on, now,” he continued “ go on,“ 
and a few people left the hall. There was 
danger to life and limb in the mob, but the 

olice stood idly’ by and didn’t interfere. 
‘inally Ryan said he would appoint a com- 
mittee of twenty-one to call a convention at 
some future date.

MAY CALL ANOTHER CONVENTION. 


Leaders Decide on a Seeond Effort at a 
Heated Evening Meeting. 

The Populist County Central committee 
and some 200 of the middle of the road 
delegates to yesterday’s convention held an 
after meeting at No. 82 Lake street last 
night and talked matters over. It was' a red- 
hot meeting. The delegates were in 
fine condition to speak from the 
shoulder and they did it. There was 
no mincing of words, Charges of bribery. 
treason, and trickery of ail kinds burdened 
every man’s remarks. Chris O’Brien, Chair- 
man of the Central committee, presided and 
stated the object of the mecting. He deep) 
deplored the scenes enacted at West Twelft 
Street Turner Hall, but declared the 
People’s party was not gomg to per- 
mit itself to be thrown down by 
a lot of City-Hall bummers. In this declara- 
tion the crowd coincided with him. P. J. 
Grimes and D. I. Burdick bothcharged James 
O’Connell, ex-County Commissioner and ex- 
President of the Building Trades Council, 
with having fraudulently prevented the com- 
mittee from holding forth in Turner Hall last 
night by paying the owners of the hall $100 
to let him have control of it for the evening. 

During the exciting scenes of the after. 
noon somebody charged Chris O’Brien 
with sellmg out to the City Hail crowd. In 
answer to this charge Mr. O’Brien last night 
entered a sweeping denial and said there was 
no object for him todo ‘such a thing. He 
wanted to see a straight Populist ticket nomi- 
nated by the convention, but the obstruction- 
ists, who were there in large numbers, simply 
made a result of that kind impossible. 

T. J. Elderkin, Secretary of the Seamen’s

E. I. Burdick told the meeting how so many 
City Hall employés came to get inside tne 
hall. He said after a large number of 
regular delegates had passed the doorkeeper, 
John F. Nellis troke into the ticket box, 
grabbed a great handful of tickets, and threw 
them out of a window to + gang in the 
street. It was said the clerks from Roger 
Sullivan’s office, with the aid of several husky 
policemen, forced their way in without tickets. 

At this point Chairman O’Brien shut off the 
speech-making long enough to get a motion 
adopted instructing the Central committee to 
meet Monday night and consult with repre- 
sentatives from the various socialistic and 
labor organizations as to the advisability 
of putting a straight ticket in the field; also 
to determine whether such ticket shall be 
made up by the committee or whether an- 
other convention shall be held. 

This action offered another element in the 
meeting an opportunity to discuss the situa- 
tion of affairs. E. Woodbury of the Car- 
penters’ Union led off in a fiery attack 
upon the City Hall gang and the police. 

„Today,“ said he, we were calling upon 
the same police force for protection that pro- 
tected George M. Pullman two weeks ago 
and you all saw what kind of protection we 
got. I know and so do you } we have a 
lot of honest trades union man in this city 
who know how to use their ‘dukes,’ and 
if we had been organized today 1 
can tell you we would have held that con ven- 
tion. If we hold another convention and the 
police will not protect us then we must call 
on the Sheriff and on the Governor. We will 
have the militia called out.” 

“You are right.“ declared A. H. Paddock, 
„and furthermore. I want to say that tne 
next time we will keep the police out of the 
hall. We will have our friends sworn in as 
Deputy Sheriffs or we will appoint enough of 
them sergeants-at-arms to keep both the 
police and the Aldermen out of the conven- 
tion.“ 

In this strain the discussion went on until 
nearly every man present had expressed him- 
self. In the midst of the meeting Henry Vin- 
cent, P. J. Grimes, W. J. Danford, C. G. 
Dixon, Thomas I. Kidd, and 8. J. Shulty were 
appointed a committee and sent over to the 
Briggs House to confer with committees of 
printers and socialists.

Social- 
ists, A. R. U. men, Single Taxers, and other 
sympathizers with the Populist movement 
was held last night at the Briggs House under 
the Presidency of A. B. Adair. The purpose 
of the gathering was to devise means to re- 
organize the movement and call another con- 
vention. It was resolved to issue an address 
to the public urging that course and to send 
a delegation to the Cook County Cen- 
tral committee requesting that body to 
appoint a committee of twenty-five to act in 
conjunction with an auxiliary committee, also 
of twenty-five, from the Socialists, Single Tax 
societies.

In the meantime the meeting 
at the Briggs House planned the formation of 
the auxiliary committee, which is to consist of 
three American Railway Union delegates, 
three Socialists, two Knights’ of 
Labor, one Single Taxer, two  dele- 
gates from the Allied Printing Trades, 
and fourteen from other trades. 
A resolution was adopted pledging the meet- 
ing, in the event of its suggestion being de- 
clined by the Central committee, to leave the 
responsibility of action upon that committee 
and codperate energetically in bringing euch 
action to a successful issue. The meeting 
adopted the aroposed address to the public, 
which is in part as tollows: 

To the Voters of Cook County: 

The unsatisfactory outcome of the People’s 
party convention today is a matter of regret but 
not of discouragement tothe true friends of the 
cause. That result was partly due to the inevita- 
ble unwieldiness of so large a body, to the fact 
that the elements were new to each other 
and therefore incapable of that mutual under- 
standing and confidence necessary to harmony, 
to the bustle and imperfection of the preliminary 
arrangements, and most of all to the corrupt and 
violent conduct of certain so-called labor men 
who obtained admission to the convention upon 
false pretenses, and who in violation of personal

Under such circumstances we feel that this 
momentary défeat is buta preliminary skirmish 
and ought to be followed by a more general bat- 
tie for pure government and industrial liberty, 
and one that only requires a riper experience, a 
more determined resolution, and a more mature 
preparation to end in a glorious victory.

MAYOR HOPKINS DISAPPROVES THE 
‘UNIVERSAL GAS BOND, - 


His Honor Declines to Pince His Signature 
to the Document Unless Some Changes 
Are Made=He Will Give No Reasons, 


, but It Is Understood He Wants to 


Know More of the Financial Backers 
of the Scheme=What the Men with the 
Bond Say of It; 


Mayor Hopkins said yésterday he would 
not approve the bond of the Universal Gas 
company and refused to sign the agreement 
between the city and that company unleas 
some change is made, The Mayor would not 
give his reasons for withholding his signature 
to the acceptance of the bond, but it is under- 
stood this ig a move of Mayor Hopkins to as- 
certain who are behind this ordinance. The 
form of the bond, which is for $100,000 
and signed by the American Surety 
company and Samuel E. Day, has. been 
approved by the Corporation Counsel, 
At the offices of Day & Francis: yesterday aft- 


‘ernoon Mr. Francis, the secretary and attor- 


ney for the company, had not heard of the 
action of the Mayor. 

The Mayor has tried before to find out 
the backers of this ordinance, said Mr. Fran- 
eis, and has not been successful, I hardly 
think he will be successful now. The Amer- 
ican Surety company is one of the signers of 
this bond and it is all right, The Mayor has 
no discretion in this matter if the bond itself 
is sufficient and must accept it.“ 

What if he refuses to sign the accept- 
ance?’ was asked. 

In that case we will begin mandamus pro- 
ceedings and compel him to do so. The bond 
is sufficient, and he has no authority to witb- 
hold his signature. The surety company is 
authorized by law to sign these bonds, and 
the security is ample. The only power the 
Mayor has is to inquire into the sufficiency of. 
the American Surety company. It makes no 
difference to him who is behind it. He is not 
required to inquire into.the sufficiency of the 
company or ite stockholders. We are under 
bond to erect the plant. We have given uus 
bond and will erect it.“

| who had been present at the review. 
During the course of the banauet Emperor

Joseph, faithful friend and ally. Hurrah for 
his Majesty. The toast was received with

Thwarting an Anarchist Plot. 
It is stated that the arrest of Scheve Aug.

It is- calculated that since the autumn re- 
vie, Aug. 15, 1893, Emperor William, dur- 
ing his various journeys, has traveled 18,750 
miles by land and water, and his activity 
shows nosign of decreasing. He has prom- 


ised to attend the Konigberg Theater on the 


evening of the grand parade, Sept. 15, to wit- 
ness the same tableaux, portraying the history 
of East Prussia, as were exhibited for his 
grandfather, The annual naval review will 
take place at Kiel before Emperor William 
Sept. 16. 
Emperor Visita Eugenie. 
The visit of the Emperor to the ex-Empress 
Eugenie after the recent review of the troops 
at Aldershot Camp, England, is the theme of 
general press comments. The universal opin- 
ion is that the relations between Germany and 
France have been much improved, mainly 
owing to the Emperor’s various thoughtful 
acts of conciliation, At the same time the 
newspapers recognize that France has not 
abandoned its desire for revenge should a 
favorable opportunity offer itself. 

The surprising statement has been pub- 
lished that Emperor William has asked Count 
von Munster, the German Ambassador to 
France, to make arrangements for a visit of 
his Majesty to Paris in 1895. 

The Cholera commission is sitting again in 

order to consider the serious news that the 
scourge has not only spread to East and West 
Prussia, but a couple of genuine cases have 
been found at Cologne. In East Prussia the 
new towns affected are Johannisburg, where 
there are over fifty cases, and Lyck and Allen- 
stein. In West Prussia Althof and Thorn are 
among the towns where cholera now exists. 


_ Preposed Lean to China. 


Although there is sympathy here with Japan 
the commercial and financial community 
favor a loan to China as a safe investment 
which is likely to give an impetus to German 
trade with China. The Vossische Zeitung, 
however, denounces the loaning of money to 
China as a crime against civilization. 

In view of the probability that the war be- 
tween China and Japan will seriously affect 
the supply of raw silk for the German mar- 
ket Prussian Minister of Commerce Freiberg 
von Perlepeck has invited the Chambers of 
Commerce to make suggestions with the view 
of preventing or counteracting a rise in the 
price of silk.

The Greek 
bondholders’ committees are said to be ar- 
ranging a further conference in Berlin for 
next week with a view of exerting fresh 
pressure on the Greek Government for better 
terms. Greek securities are unchanged 
in price, Italians and Spanish are 
flat. British Government stocks and 
railways are steady, except Scotch, which are 
weak on the continuance of the coal strike. 
American stocks are irregular, but despite 
the present relapse a further advance is ex- 
pected. In several quarters the cheaper 
bonds are in request—Eries, Readings, and 
Northern Pacifics. There is a hopeful feel- 
ing in trade circles; cotton, however, is quiet 
and prices of American moving in favor of 
buyers. Business is moderate, stock reduced 
50,000 bales on the week. There is some in- 
quiry for Manchester goods from india, The 
harvest prospects Om the continent are im- 
proving, crops being rapidly gathered. The 
outlook here for worse weather is delaying 
operations. Coffee supplies are moderate, 
Brazilian coming forward and slighly weaker, 
while Central American is rather firmer in 
price, 


SPREAD OF CHOLERA IN RUSSIA. 


Minister White Reports That the Natives 
Refuse to Take Precautions. 


Wasuincton, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special. ]— 
An interesting communication in regard to 
the progress of cholera in Russia has been re- 
ceived by the Department of State from 
United States Minister Andrew D. White at 
St. Petersburg., In his report the American 
Minister says: 

I have delayed a dispatch on this subject until 
Icould get something suthentic and definite. 
When the announcement was made in an official 
paper that cholera had appeared at St. Peters- 
burg it was a complete surprise. since 80 far as 
known there bad been no tidings of its appear- 
ance on the frontiers, no advance of it by the 
usual routes, and no outbreak of it in towns 
where it seemed much more likely to develop 
than at St. Petersburg. Earlier cases appeared in 
the interior of the city and were soon 
scattered about all parts of it, with no 
ascertained connection between them, and 
despite all sanitary precautions. Another 
serious feature in the case is that the disease ap- 
peared about a month earlier than in 1892 and 
1893. But perhaps the most serious point of all 
is that the epidemic has not only begun earlier 
but has spread more rapidly and taken a more 
virulent character than for many years past. 
New cases are rapidly approaching 200 a day 
and the number of deaths has already exceeded 
100 a day, while the number of cases in the 
hospitals is rapidly nearing 1,000. Even these 
figures do not represent the entire number of the 
stricken, since under the rules some of the 
diseased are permittedto remain in their own 
houses. 

It cannot be justly said that this state of things 
is due to a want of sanitary precautions. Along 
the streets the Prefect of St. Petersburg has 
caused large receptacles of boiled water to be 
placed, some of it slightly acidulated; ambu- 
lance corps have been organized; placards post- 
ed and handbills circulated warning the people 
against using doubtful food ordrink. As supple- 
mentary to these efforts in the city arrango- 
ments have been made in the outlying towns. At 
various stations along the railway Red Cross” 
railway carriages are stationed filled up with 
beds and other appliances, and cared for by 
trained nurses, while the cars for traveling have 
been lined with glazed cloth to admit of being 
washed with disinfectants. 

In our own country—at least in those parts of 
it which remain fairly Americanized—there can 
be no doubt that precautions so admirable as 
these would check the disease, and perhaps stop 
it altogether, but here one dares hardly indulge 
much hope of such a result. The monjik or 
peasant class in Russia, with all kindly and en- 
dearing qualities, are so ignorant, so super- 
stitious, and so self-indulgent as regards intoxi- 
cants that sanitary counsels are largely thrown 
away on them. In their character is a large 
mixture of Oriental fatalism and prehistoric re- 
liance on supérnatural agencies and fetish cures. 
A common remark among them when they are ad- 
vised to use boiled water is that if the Almighty 
God intended them to use boiled water the rivers 
and lakes would have been filled with water of 
that sort. | 

The great indirect cause of the spread of the 
disease is drunkenness. The Russian peasants, 
especially those living in cities, once heatea by 
intoxicating liquors,, will persist in quenching 
their thirst from the nearest river or canal, and 
the cooling beverage is quite likely to be taken 
near the outlet of a city sewer. 

In the country up to the present time little 
care seems to have been taken to keep the wells 
aloof from the cesspools. Besides this, the peas- 
ant class is inordinately fond of crude prepara- 
tions of vegetables and fish, which expose them 
to disease, and, as they are also prone to weaken 
themselves on fast days and gcrmandize on feast 
days, this sort of regimen is enabled to do its per- 
fect work. On the accounts the epidemic thus 
far has been mainly confined to this class. Un- 
fortunately, it cannot be restricted to the care- 
less; it has already appeared among those who 
know and observe sanitary rules.

CHOLERA IN EPIDEMIO FORM GAINS 
A GOOD FOOTHOLD. 


Busy 
Island from Amsterdam and Already

Over twenty years have now elapsed since our | 


accession to thethrone. During this time we 
have consistentiy pursued the policy of peace, 
being deeply imp with the sense of the un- 
desirability of being in strained relations with 
other nations, and have always directed our 
officials diligently to endeavor to promote 
friendship with all the treaty powers. Fort- 
unately our intercourse with the nations has 
continued to increase tointimacy. Contrary to 
our expectations, however, every act of China 
toward this country in connection with the 
affairs of Corea has been opposed to the princi- 
ples that should govern the relations between 
friendly nations and has been a breech of good 
faith toward Japan. 

Corea is an independent country, which was 
first induced by Japan to open its doors to for- 
eign intercourse and to take its place among the 
nations of the world. Yet China has always de- 
scribed it as her tributary and bas both openly 
and secretly interfered with its internal affairs. 
On the recent insurrection breaking out in the 


peninsula China, on the pretext that she meant to 


protect her tributary from calamity, sent troops 
thither. 
convention of 1865, dispatched troops to Corea 
to deal with the emergency and we also have 
made efforts to relieve Corea from internal dis- 
turbances and maintain peace in that country 
to secure the peace of the East. We asked 
China to codperate’ with us to that 
end. China, however, on various pleas de- 
clined our request. We thereupon advised Corea 
to remedy the abuses in her administration and 
strengthen the guarantees of domestic peace and 
order, while also perfecting her privileges as an 
independent nation. Corea adopted the su 
tions of this country. China, however, — 
every obstruction to and caused delay in the car- 
ry ing out of reforms, and that country, more- 
over, began the preparation of land and sea forces 
with a view to war. On the completion of her 
preparations she attempted to achieve the ob- 
ject of her ambition with reference to Corea, 
dispatching more troops to that country and at- 
tacking our men-of-war in the Corean seas. 
She thus acted . toward Japan 
exceedingly lawless fashion.

Labor Benefit Societies to Meet.

The income tax was to be re- 
tained in less objectionable form, the op- 
ponents of radical reductions were to de pla- 
cated by satisfactory duties on articles in 
the production or manufacture of which their 
States were intimately concerned.

duty on collars and cuffs had been raised very 
nearly to the McKinley rate in order to make 
certain the vote ot Senator Murphy, a resi- 
dent of Troy.

he general debate began April 2 and closed 
April 24, after which the bill was considered 
by paragraphs until July 3, when the final 
vote was taken.

The latter, whose 
opposition to the bill on account of the in- 
come tax had been constant and courageous, 
went down with his colors flymg, after a brief 
speech, which breathed detiancein every line. 

The bill went to conference. It was not 
surprising that a deadlock immediately oc- 
curred. Under the conditions which had 
resuited in the passage of the measure 
through the Senate, the conferrees of the 
latter body were hampered and restrained. 
The agreement made in the caucus was 
sti binding, and any violation of that con- 
tract, through material changes in the sched- 
ules, would be followed by the opposition to 
the Senators whose interests were thus dis- 
regarded. The House conferrees, on the 
other hand, blindly or willfully fail. 
ing to realize this situation and repre. 
senting a radical sentiment, contended 
for their original propositions. Two weeks 
were occupied in a vain endeavor to agree, 
Sugar, coal, iron ore, and the woolen and 
cotton schedules were the main factors in 
dispute. A disagreement was reported. In 
the House Mr. Wilson, whose appearance with 
his neuralgia-stricken head wrapped in a 
handkerchief, excited sympathy, delivered an 
address adroitly worded so as to throw the re- 
sponsibility of possible failure upon the Sen- 
ate.

Radical Differences. 


The differences between the House and Sen- 
ate were not so radical but that they might 
have been adjusted on a basis fair and hon- 
orable to both bodies. In the more impor- 
tant items, it is true, the conditions which 
framed the Senate bill would have prevented 
radical changes, but there were possible at 
the same time certain modifications which 
would have made the acceptance of the Sen- 
ate bill less drastic. But when Mr. Wilson, 
in concluding his speech, produced a lengthy 
letter from President Cleveland in which the 
Senate bill was denounced as a treacherous 
departure from Democratic principles; in 
which Senators were accused of party perfidy 
and dishonor; in which the free importation 
of coal and iron ore was contended for as the 
redemption of a party pledge and a duty on 
sugar ad vocated—when this letter was read to 
an astonished House it seemed as if the world, 
the flesh, and the devil had combined against 
a fated bill. 

The epistle was characteristic of the Presi- 
dent. It was heavy with ponderous sen- 
tences, breathed infallibility and authority, 
and in its decisive tone was as dogmatic as 
the ukase of a Czar. The effect of the Presi- 
dent's open declaration of war upon the Sen- 
ate was immediate and almost disastrous.

The leader of the Senate, be 
was especially the representative of those Sen- 
ators whose ideas of tariff reform were far 
from radical, To such a man, prominent 
through his long experience, political sagac- 
ity, aad strength of character, the Democratic 
Senators turned in the moment of their great 
struggle with an offended executive, and in one 
of the most remarkable speeches ever deliv- 
ered in the Senate of the United States Mr. 
Gorman met the responsibility. 

Bill Is Accepted, 


The deadlock continued. Pride of opinion 
and personal feeling were made paramount to 
party harmony. The President contending 
through Mr. Wilson for vindication and ue 
Senate stubbornly insistent were the mill. 
stones between which tariff reform seemed 
destined to be crushed. Propositions were 
made and rejected, tentative agreements were 
reached only to be repudiated, The tension 
pee daily more unbearable. Bitterness of 

eeling between the conferrees led to more 
than one open rupture. The urgency with 
which free coal was démanded by the ad- 
ministration induced Mr, Chandler to exploit 
in the Senate the operations of the Nova 
Scotia coal syndicate, a corporation whose 
profits upon a watered capital of 521. 000.000 
were entirely dependent upon the abolition 
of the duty. In the House the impatience of 
the Democrats who were Willing tu accept the 
Senate bill led to a caucus which accom- 
plished nothing beyond a further respite for 
the administration. Defeat for the latter, 
however, was at hand, for Monday, Aug. 13 

the House, after a preliminary caucus, and 
with no other alternative, ended the struggle 
by receiving the bill from the hands of Mr 

Wilson and accepting the Senate bill in ite 
entirety. 

So engrossing and overshadowing were the 
titanic battles over silver and the tariff that 
grave and portentous happenings in Congress, 
which would ordinarily command a iarge 
share of public attention, have shrunk in im- 
portance, and need only be referred to in most 
casual terms. The Hawaiian question, which 
came to the present administration as a legucy 
from President Harrison, excited a seismic 
wave of popular indignation when it was 
known that Mr. Cleveland intended to re- 

tore a corrupt and deposed Queen. 

he faithful Democrats of the 
House, under compulsion, adoped a halt. 
hearted resolution of confidence; the Senate 
several months later, unanimously warned 
the President that the United States must not 
interfere with the autonomy of the islands. 
The public verdict of disapproval at the ad- 
ministration’s course has long since been 
rendered; and it is pleasing to note that 
the President, who secretly schemed and con- 
spired in behalf of a tottering and worm- 
eaten monaschy, has been compelled to recog- 
nize arepublic which has risen triumphant 
above a battered crown. 

Four other points remain to be emphasized 
—the passage of the seigniorage bill and its 
veto by the President; the adoption by the 
House of a rule providing for the counting of 
a quorum; the rejection by the Senate of two 
nominations for a vacancy on the bench ofthe 
Supreme Court because they were objectiona- 
ble to the New York Senators; and, finally, 
the remarkable defeat in a House Democratic 
by a majority of over eighty of a bill repeal- 
ing the 10 per cent tax on State bank circu- 
lation, the passage of which was urged in the 
Democratic platform, The seigniorage bill 
ay aye to add $55,000,000 to the currency 
of the country b ＋ 1 the profit in the 
silver bullion held by the ey: on) 6 
demnation of the measure by the President as 
authorizing an ill-advised and dangerous plan 
was another evidence of his hostility to silver, 
and added to the embarrassments of the 
Southerr and Western members. The quo- 
rum-counting ruie was made necessary by the 
silence of the Republicans and the absence of 
indifferent Democrats. It was not until 
many valuable days had been wasted in vain 
efforts to transact business that the Demo- 
crats coaciuded it would be better to vindi- 
cate Mr. Reed and count a quorum which was 
present and did not vote, instead of contipu- 
ing to present a spectacle of incapacity to the 
wearied country. , 

The President will sign the tariff bill. The 
chapter, so far as it can now be written, is 
complete. 

The events of a memorable year- have 
passed into history. They are as yet too 
close at hand, perhaps, to be rightly judged; 
it will require the vista of future years to re- 
duce their perspective to the proper propor- 
tion. In the meantime this inadequate 
and broadly-sketched review is present- 
ed. It paints a picture, at least, of 
a page in national affairs; it attempts 
to adjust the lights and shadows so as to ob- 
cure the minor and emphasize the impor- 
tant details; and it indicates how narrow is 
the line which now separates the executive 
from the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. Only too frequently of late has the 
domain of the latter been trenched upon and 
invaded by the former; but if the year has 
brought ro other lesson it has shown that in 
the outcome of the fight upon the tariff bill 
the President has been given a warning which 
is big with importance to the future of the 
country. 


FIND ABOXOF INFERNAL MAOHINES. 


Inspectors Conway and Cowie Secure Some 
More Important Evidence. 

Within the last two days Fire Inspector 
Conway and Insurance Inspector Cowie have 
made several discoveries in connection with 
the arrest of Carl Herlitz and wife, August 
Nelson, John Bauman, William Scharf, Aug- 
ust Schabesky, and John Nauman, all of 
whom are charged with being in a conspiracy 
to defraud insurance companies by burning 
houses. It has been claimed by these two 
officers that these people carried on their 
ince diary work by the use of infernal ma- 
chines. The officers say the developments 
implicate William Scharf as the one who 
manufactures these articles of destruction. 
Last Friday, as the story goes, Cowie, on a 
new clew, commenced search among barns, 
empty houses, and coal sheds out 
in the northwestern limits of the city. 
Yesterdaysmorning he placed before Inspector 
Conway an iron-bound chest containing 
twenty-six of the devices for conveniently set- 
ting fire to buildings when there is nobody 
around. The business of getting this chest 
and its dangerous contents into the City Hall 
and hidden away for safe keeping until re- 
quired for use as evidence against the con- 
spirators was conducted most secretly. Cowie 
declined to have anything to say a bout it, fur- 
ther than that they had warrants for nine more 
whom they hope to capture. It was also re- 
ported that Conway and Cowie had each re- 
ceived an infernal machine yesterday, but 
they denied it. |

Life Depends on Its Recovery.

WOOL AND HIDES BADLY AFFEOTED,. 


D. H. Mebaneld Outlines the Harm Done 
How Paper Is Dealt With. 

Firms engaged in the hide and wool busi- 
ness and in miscellaneous lines expressed the 
following opinions on the business outlook: 

D. H. McDaneid, of D. H. McDaneld & Co. 
—I1 do not look for much improvement, nor 
do I expect to see a change for the better 
under the present administration, which has 
proved itself iacapable of governing and has 
only succeeded in blocking the wheels of com- 
merce. The new tariff bill will prove a ser- 
ious detriment to the business interests of this 
country. It curtails manufacturing, makes 
low wages mandatory and throws many more 
men out of employment. Look at tho wool 
industry alone. During the last year there 
was a decline on 400,000,000 pounds of wool 
of 10 cents a pound. All that money might 
as well have been here but for this legislation. 
Hides have shrunk about one-half in value, 
and the seaboard has become a dumping 
ground for foreign hides. We are not yet 
ready for free trade. The bad crops will have 
a serious effect. No corn means less hogs and 
cattle, and the boot and shoe industry will 
feel the effects perceptibly. 

H. M. Hosick—I look for better general 
business, although the tariff legislation will 
injure wool business, hings will 
straighten out, the people having confidence 
in the policy of the government as a solid 
basis for business. Trade is already showing 
a slight improvement, 

Bradner, Smith & Co., paper and stationery 
—Business is already improving under the 
new conditions. This is the impression of 
many of the people with whom we do busi- 
ness, and they will do all.in their power to 
make itso. We feel very hopeful, but all 
business will feel the effects of bad vor in 
proportion. As for che farmers, if the light 
crop gives them better prices for their prod- 
ucts they cannot be much worse off than with 
a big crop and low prices. While there may 
be a falling off in some sections our repre- 
sentatives have talked with farmers in this 
section, and they report twice as much wheat 
this year as last. There is plenty to eat in 
this country, and there need be no fear in that 
direction. One feature of the settling condi- 
tions is the fact that a number of unemployed 
men of our acquaintance are already figuring 
on nice positions that could not have been ob- 
tained during the hard times. 

Dwight Jackson of Thayer, Jackson & Co. 
—The attention of the entire country has been 
directed toward the infernal tariff bill, and 
now the troublesome thing appearsto be off 
the public mind. It has held down trade for 
a year, but is settled at last. I look for tem- 
porary improvement and this is the sentiment 
of our customers. Something besides the 
tariff will be the trouble before the hard times 
are over, but the main difficulty is past. All 
business will be affected by the bad crops, but 
the improving effects are already beginning 
to be felt. 

P. C. Pettibone of P. C. Pettibone & Co. 
There will necessarily be a revival in staple 
lines. Manufacturers, merchants, and con- 
sumers have all been waiting for a decision 
on the tariff bill, and low = stocks 
have been carried everywhere. I do 
not anticipate any large revival of 
prosperity, as there are conditions which tar. 
iff legislation is not likely to relieve, and they 
must simply work out slowly, possibly with 
painful effort. The stationery and cognate 
industries are entirely dependent on activity 
in all other lines of business, and while I 
hope for improvemerct in the next month I 
don’t expect the local facilities in these lines 
to improve for some months. There is yet 
no reduction of wages and no present indica- 
tions of such, although there are those who 
believe that unless the demand is largely in- 
creased soon a reduction will be imperative 
to meet the inevitable lowering of prices 
which a small demand creates. a 

George W. Moser, Treasurer Moser-Bur- 
gess Paper company—While there will 
probably be an improvement I do not believe 
there will be a large fall trade. The people 
are so short of money they cannot pay bills. 

can’t understand it. Collections ure very 
bad, and worse this year than during the panic 
last year. A slight improvement is already 
being felt and large orders which have been 
held awaiting a tariff settlement are begin- 
ning to come in. Every one has been carry- 
ing light stocks, buying in small quantities 
for actual necessity, and not buying anything 
ahead. If things start up as indications 
point every branch of business will im- 
prove, 

M. Bensinger, President Brunswick-Balke- 
Collender company, billiard tables and sa- 
loon furniture—I can see no reason for im- 
provement under the new deal, as the silver 
States are poverty-stricken. There is still a 
want of confidence in our bonds on the other 
side, and the silver question, promises to 
Spring up again. Such acsion injures our 
credit in Europe. I hope times will be bet⸗ 
ter, but it will take at least three years to get 
back to the business of 1892. Manufactur- 
ing interests will begin to pick up in certain 
localities, but not with any splurge. Competi- 
tion is close, there are no profits, and every- 
body is too hungry for work to insure much 
prosperity. Bad crops affect all branches of 
trade, and with us few banks are being fitted 
up and the farmer boys will have no money 
to spend in saloons. : 

J. B. Clow & Son, plumbers’ supplies—We 
have hardly had time to determine what bene- 
fit the new tariff will be to the business world 
in general, but in the last two weeks there 
has been a marked improvemert in our busi- 
ness. But we cannot say definitely whether 
this was the result of the anticipated passa 
of the billor not.

WALL STREET TALKERS ARE IN THIS 
_ SERIOUS CONDITION. 


Past Week One of Nervousness=There Has 
Been Some Activity but It Has Been 
Attended by Strength in Conspicucus 
Stocks—Tariff Matters, of Course, Take 
Up All the Time of the Guessers, and 
What Cleveland Will Do Is the Ques- 
tion of the Day. ' 

New York, Aug. 18.—[{Special.]—This has 
been a week of Wall street nervousness. 
There has been activity. For the most part 
this activity has been attended by strength in 
conspicuous stocks. It is true the whole 
Stock Exchange list has not been boiling, but 
such stocks as have been alive have scored 
handsome advances, People who do not be- 
lieve in the market, who do not believe that 
the recent gallop can be kept up, who do not 
hesitate in fact to declare that the whole rise 
has been the result of reckless manipulation, 
such people are full of a wealth of predictions 
as to what must be the quick sequel. It is not 
to be questioned, however, that so far as 
what Wall street denominates ‘ sentiment ”’ 
is involved, nearly all the advantages are 
upon the side of those who are trying to lift 
quotations. All the täkkers have gone long 
of stocks. You can’t move a dozen steps in 
Wall street now without rushing up against 
some man or crowd of men who have a sure 
thing on something which is getting ready to 
boom. Thisis getting to be the fashion to 
such an extent that there is small wonder con- 
servative people are inclined. to be a trifle 
shy—for while the present may prove to be an 
exception, there never hitherto has been an 
instance in Wall street where the crowd has 
made money, where the taikers have known 
what they have talked about, where any of 
the oracles have won. The money-makers in 
Wall street have always been in the 
crowd of those who let other folks 

‘do the shouting. The lightning change 

down at Washington, the sudden adoption of 

the tariff bill as Gorman and the rest demand- 
ed it, the complete backdown there of all the 
legislative friends and echoers of the admin- 
istration came as a great surprise to Wall 
street. When business closed a week ago 
bets of ten to one could have been made that 
no tariff bill whatever could get through 

Congress. There was therefore not only 

surprise, but a surprise that was sensationally 

influential in the record of what did come to 
pass. Ever since Wall street’s movements 
have been keyed to the probabilities of action 
by the President. 

Cleveland May Not Sign It. 

Wall street is now fairly persuaded Mr. 
Cleveland will not interfere with the making 
of the bill a law. He may not sign it, say 
the guessers of the street, but he will not veto 
it. Acting upon this theory that at least we 
were to have an end to uncertainty, the Stock 
Exchange has joined in a whirl for higher 
values. Nowhere can be heard any sugges- 
tions that the President will veto the bill, di- 
ametrically opposed though it be to every fe- 
cent public utterance from him. Wall street’s 
assurance signifies mighty little, however, in 
view of the way it guessed and guessed wrong 
a week ago as to what the House of Repre- 
sentatives would do. Guessing on Mr. Cleve. 
land is pretty rank gambling. That great 
man has never yet failed to be uncertain. 
Mr. Cleveland can be depended upon in any 
circumstance to do something which has sen- 
sational features. 

Itis probable the immediate future of the 
stock market will reflect the position taken 
by the President on his return upon the bill 
he has before him. Were he by any show of 
independence to kill it, giving the McKinley 
law still control, there isno doubt but that we 
should have not only a pronounced revival of 
business in Wall street, but, what is of vaster 
importance, a thorough-going revival in 
every branch of trade throughout the whole 
country. This would be victory indeed. 
And as with Grover Cleveland every-

Railroad Matters. 


Outside of the tariff and its accessories Wall 
street’s interest has centered largely this 
week in the work of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad’s Board of Directors. It 
was almost univereally accepted as probable 
that the dividend rate would be reduced, A 
tremendous short interest in the stock ac- 
cumulated. Then the directors did precisely 
the contrary of what had been scheduled for 
them—declared the regular quarterly pay- 
ment. Of course this helped speculators on 
the bull side of all the granger stocks, Frieuds 
of some of the Western railroad properties 
are, however, far from encouraged by the offi- 
cial action. 

Some of the industrial stocks have been 
especially conspicuous in the rallies of the 
week. Nearly all of them have shared in the 
better feeling, though not all have jumped 
up with any sensational display. It seems 
evident the stock market friends of these 
stocks are disposed to await final and definite 
action by the President before they go in for 
anything like a determined campaign. In the 
end though it is certain that any revival 
which Wall street may have must be shared 

n largely by stocks of the industrial 
class—if, indeed, such activity and 
cheerfulness be not almost wholiy confined to 
them. There is no question about the earn- 
ing powers of most of the industrial stocks 
now deult in on Wall street. Their dividends 
are earned dividends. lu but one or two in- 
stances are they under the suspicion of bad’ 
management. Moreover, investors and trad- 
ers in railroad stocks are a good deal embar- 
rassed by developments of the character late- 
ly at the front in the affairs of the Atchison 
and the Reading. Both of these properties 
are largely held abroad. The effect follow. 
ing exposure of crookedness in their control 
has been to drive a good many foreign in- 
vestors into liquidation. In all the boominess 
of the last week foreign houses havesold a 

ood many more railroad stocks than they 
— bought. 

Wail street is quick to discern the iafluence 
of such a selling policy on the part of Europe 
and upon the basis of it some of the larger 
ciear-headed operators on this side have also 
been letting go lines of railway investment 
securities. The money taken out ol railroad 
stocks is bound, of course, to return quickly 
to some sort of an. investment, and it seems 
certain that much the largest proportion of it 
is finally going to land industrial stocks. 
Within the last year wehave had a pro- 
nounced changein the manner of conduct 
under which some of cur biggest industrial 
properties are operated. old game of 
mystery is played out. The sugar trust still 
affects it, but it has fewer followers than ever 
before.

Contest Over a Portion of a Pioneer Citi- |

On the 
death of Byram, however, owing to the un- 
certainty existing as to the construction of 
the will creating the trust the trustees 
refrained from turning over to his widow, 
Ellen 8. King. his half interest in the 
income. sole heirs to the trust 
estate. Trustee Gale informs the court, are 
now unable to agree as to their respective 
rights. Ellen S. King, he says, claims that in 
the death of her husband, Byram King. the 
trust term inated, and that she is entitled to 
the absolute possession of an undivided half 
of the property and the whole of the income 
of that half since her husband’s death. The 
bill asks the court to determine what disposi- 
tion shall be made of the property.

Our rich men no socner make money than they 
hasten toinvestit in new enterprises, which in- 
creases the demand for labor and tends to 
advance the rate of wages. If they make 
money in these enterprises they reinvest it 
with the same results. If the enterprises fail 
it is the investors who bear the loss, not the 
workers to whom they have paid wages. 


PEOPLE'S 


BREAKS UP THE 
PARTY CONVENTION. 
There has never been a more shameless, 


HOPEINS 


in this city than that perpetrated by the City 
Hall employés and workers of the Mayor 
yesterday in trying first to pack and control. 
and, failing in that, in breaking up the county 
convention of the People’s Labor party. That 
organization had, like any other, a right to 
hold an undisturbed convention and put its 
candidates in the fleld if it saw fit to do so. 
The action of the Democrats in depriving 
it of that right is a confession of 
fear and an evidence of despera- 
tion. It is proof that the Democrats 
are in sore alarm over the result of the No- 
vember election and that they will stick at 
nothing to carry it. But the Mayor has gone 
a little too far and has carried matters with 
too higha hand. His conduct yesterday wiil 
infuriate the men whom he wanted to trick 
into the support of Democratic candidates, 
and failing in that to keep from putting a 
ticket of their own in the field. His daring 
violation of the rights of citizens will cost the 
Democrats 20,000 votes. Labor men whom 
he might have won had he pursued a differ- 
ent policy will not submit to City-Hall dic. 
tation. 

Mayor John P. Hopkins is directly responsi- 
ble for the break up of the Populist labor 
convention of Cook County held yesterday. 
Some weeks ago the Populist representa- 
tives of the trade and lgbor assemblies, sin- 
gie-taxers, and Socialists met at Springfield 
and fused. Their object was the naming of a 
ticket in Cook County. Mayor Hopkins saw 
in the movement the political death of Roger 
C. Sullivan, the Democratic candidate for 
who 
has been renominated for County 
Judge, whose reélection he desired for 
every reason, He began the organization of 
bogus labor clubs or associations so as to get 
as great a representation as possible in the 
convention. The Populists saw through the 
trick and, selecting an advisory committee, 
refused to recognize the credentials of these 


men, who were Mayor Hopkins’ representa- 


tives. The Mayor isa shifty man and within 
the last three or four days bas turned all the 
patronage of the City Hall over to such labor 
delegates as wanted office. Many swallowed 
the bait. The huge corruption fund which 
has for months been squeezed out of the gam- 
blers and the City Hal! employés was tapped 
for the benefit of mercenary delegates to the 
convention. The more substantial was pre- 
ferred to the sentimental. 

Yesterday afternoon four or five hundred 
orderly, well behaved men met in West 
Twelfth Street Turner Hall to nominate a 
ticket. A resolution was adopted which de. 
barred from nomination or indorsement any 
candidate on either the Republican or Demo- 
cratic county ticket. Chris O’Brien, the 
Chairman of the Populist County committee, 
named” as the choice of that body for Tem- 
porary Chairman Charles G. Dixon. The 
City Hall heelers, who had been holding up 
delegates on the street and taking away their 
badges, broke down the doors into the hall, 
and, rushing over the sergeants-at-arms, 
took possession’ of the hall. J. J, 
Ryan, President of the Trades As. 
sembly, was named ag a candidate for 
Temporary Chairman as against Mr. Dixon.

The Populist Central committee 
will name a county ticket and get iton the 
official ballot as best it can. Mayor Hopkins 
will prevent this through his man Scales if he 
can. ' 

The Mayor has bedn claiming impudently 
that the Republicans were trying to run the 
convention of the Populists and laborites, 
that it was a Republican side-show which did 
not alarm the Democrats in the least, and 
that the latter looked at its proceedings with 
contemptuous indifference. He cannot say 
that after yesterday’s performances. The 
Republican party was not in evidence at the 
convention. The Democratic one was. Un- 
able to sneak in by fraud it broke in 
by force. The alarmed Democracy was 
determined that the labor elements 
should not put a ticket in the field, and with 
inconceivable audacity the Mayor's hirelings 
forced their way into a peaceable and orderly 
convention and broke it up. The laborites 
had pleaded with Hopkins to leave them 
alone. His answer was, to send his office- 
holders and purchased professional labor men 
to the place where they were meeting and 
force them to adjourn. This is Hopkins’ 
spect for labor and for popular rights. If the 
labor men will vote for his candidates they 
can have what they ask for. If they dare to 
think and act for themselves they are sup- 
pressed. 

Nothing like this interference with a lawful, 
peaceful public gathermg ever happened in 
this city before and never will again. The 
Hopkins Tammany dynasty is doomed both 
this falland next April. This man who was 
so tender with mobs and so rough with law- 
abiding delegates to a convention he was un- 
able to boss has reached the end of his polit- 


ical rope. His bold invasion of the rightsiof 


the people and his insolent assumption that 
he has a right to regulate and run the conven- 
tions of other ‘parties as he does those of 
the Democrats are things the people will 
neither forget nor forgive. They cannot tol- 
erate this wanton, defiant assault on political 
and personal liberty. The Hopkins ticket 
will be wiped out this fall. 


QUESTIONS FOR THE STRIKE COMMISSION 
TO ASK. 
The Commissioners appointed to investi- 


gate the recent labor troubles in Chicago 
have had before them several witnesses who 
claimed to be thoroughly familiar with the 
causes of the boycott of the railroads and of 
the strike at Pullman, which was the pretext 
for it. But the Commissioners seem to have 
failed to put to these witnesses some ques- 
tions which owing to their intimate relations 
with workingmen they ought to have been 
able to answer intelligently. Had the wit- 
nesses done so they might havethrown a good 
deal of light on the relation between wasteful 
expenditure and strikes. 

There are in this city at least 5,000 places, 
licensed and unlicensed, where workingmen 
are in the habit of going for liquor. Where 
the workingmen collect in the largest num- 
bers there the saloons are the most abundant. 
Some streets in the packing district are lined 
with them on both sides. They cluster around 
the steel mils, It is estimated that each of 
these saloons takes in on an average $10 a 
day. That makes $50,000 daily for all the 
saloons, or $375,000 a week, or nearly 
twenty million dollars a year. 

This is a large amount of money to be ex- 
pended for something which is not nece-sary 
to human happiness, and there should be add- 
ed to it what is paid out for tobacco,in order 
to get a fair idea of the wasteful outlay of the 
workingman. During flush times his pocket 
is able to stand this drain. Even after he has 
spent from a half dollar to a dollar a 
day on alcohol and nicotine he has 
enough left out of his wages to support his 
family in redsonable comfort. As long as 
markets and wages are good he can feed both 
his family and his appetite. Unfortunately 
for him, however, they often swallow up all 
he gets. He can accumulate no surplus fund. 
That which should have been laid by for a 
rainy day, for sickness, or totide over periods 
of slack work or low wages is handed in over 
the bar to be seen by him no more. 

When dull times come, and when the em- 
ployer, compelled to lower the price of his 
goods, has to reduce wages, then that work. 
ingman who has been spending for drink 
what should have been his surplus finds him- 
self in a predicament. Lower wages mean 
that he must either economize on his family 
or his appetite, If he spends as much for 
whisky, beer, and tobacco as before, then 
wife and children must suffer. He does rot 
want thatto happen. If he is less indulgent 
with his appetite, then he will still earn 
enough to buy the comforts of life for those 
who are dependent on him, but his appetite 
suffers. It has grown imperious with long in- 
duigence, and rebels when not looked after. 

So the result is that the workingman feels 
often that he must not cut down on family 
expenges and cannot cut down on appetite ex- 
penses, Then he sees no other way out of the 
dilem ma than to demand the restoration of 
the old wages which enabled him to pay his 
house and also his saloon bills, The employer 
says he cannot pay the old wages because he 
does not get the old prices for his goods, The 


|} impoverishment of the consumer or sharper 


competition has forced him to lower prices, 
and that necessitates alowermg of wages. 
The employé refuses to admit the soundness 
of this reasoning and goes on a strike. 

The constant use of liquor has many dis- 
agreeatile consequences, It not only weak- 
eus a man physically and lessens his ability to 
do good, steady work, but it muddles his 
brain and affects his judgment. He cannot 
reason clearly. Whenever there is a dis. 
agreement between himself and his employer 
he will not admit that the latter can be right 
in anything. He thinks himself a victim and 
his employer an oppressor. A man who is in 
this unhappy frame of mind cannot discuss 
economic questions calmly. He can see only 
what he would like to have, not what it is 
‘possible for the employer to give him. He 
would rather strike than listen to reasons 
which do not please him. 

The commission has abundant time in 
which to make a thorough investigation. Its 
members should go through the labor dis- 
tricts. They should see the multiplicity of 
saloons, which prosper even in times when 
other industries are.in distress. They should 
endeavor to form for themselves an 
idea of the extent of the wasteful 
or unprofitable consumption of working- 
men. And then they should see 
whether there is nota direct connection be- 
tween strikes and the excessiya consumption 
of liquor—whether if the m ho go out on 
a strike had put in a savings k the money 
which went to the saloonkeeper and 
thus had avoided acquiring tyrannical 
appetites which clamor for indulgence 
in dard times as much as in 
good ones, and if they had not hurt their 
reasoning powers by the use of liquor, ‘ae 
would not have been able to appreciate the 
force of the reasons whith compelled the em- 
ployer to reduce for the time being, 
and would have submi to the decrease un- 
til conditions changed for the better. 

The Commissioners should go deeper into 


n she if there is not something back of 
the question of wages and whether the habits 
of men and their methods of expending their 
earnings have not a great deal to do with 
those conflicts between capital and labor 
called strikes. It is in their power to throw 
a great deal of light on the causes of these 
unpleasant occurrences. 


PROFITS AND WAGES. 

Prof. Bemis of the Chicago University was 
one of the gentlemen who stated their views 
Friday before the Strike Commission. He 
referred to leading features in the arbitration 
system now in use in Massachusetts, which he 
said has accomplished better results than any 
other with which he is familiar, but thought 
some improvements could be made upon it. 
When arbitration is agreed to the board can 
compel corporations to bring in books and ac. 
counts, and get testimony from foremen or 
any of the workmen, though it has no right to 
investigate the question of profits. He said: 

I think the board should have the power and 
that it should be made its duty to take testimony 
in regard to wages and profits where 500 or more 
men are involved, but it would probably not be 
wise to empower the board to enforce its decision 
except ih cases where the parties enter into a 
stipulation to that effect beforehand. But the 
board should be authorized to pubiish broadcast 


all the facts so brought out, together with the 
opinion reached as to the merits of the case. 


The proposition to investigate profits is not 
a fair one. If it were adopted it would shift 
the question at issue. It no longer would be 
as to the commercial value of labor, which 
approximately skould be the same for similar 
establishments in the same locality or other- 
wise operating under like conditions. It 
would take in the ability of the employer as 
an essential element of the problem and sub- 
ject his business capacity to tax for the bene- 
fit of his employés. If his ability were so far 
superior to the average that he could make a 
good profit where his competitors made little 
or none, such arbitration might result in 
bringing upon him a pressure to pay higher 
wages than his competitors could afford to pay 


for the same amount and quality of labor, thus 


handicapping him. As a result of thus taking 

,his men into partnership, by giving them a 
portion of his surplus profits, he not only 
would go uncompensated for his superior 
ability and give him no chanceto lay upa 
surplus against yearsof bad business, but 
would force others out of the business and 
then might be unable to make the same 
profits on the whole that hedid ona part. 
Thus the arrangement for wages predicated 
on the superior ability of one employer not 
only would be in the highest degree unfair to 
him, but might cause the system to break 
down of its own wei ght. 

The consideration of profits would be of no 
use to anybody unless wages could be fixed 
by reference to those profits, and in that case 
the result of the arbitration would he 
one-sided, The profit of the business of 
any one concern very seldom is steady 
from one week or month toanother. It is 
apt to vary with the conditions of the markets 
for material or finished product, cost of 
transportation, the necessity of paying inter- 
est on more or less money borrowed because 
of variation in the demand for goods or in 
the ability of customers to pay, and even, in 
some lines, with the state of the weather, If 


any or all of these unfavorable conditions 


are long continued the business becomes a 
losing one, the surplus profits shrink away 
first, and then it may be necessary to draw 


on the capital before things change for the 


better. The workingmen will not take any 
share in these losses, relative or actual. They 
insist on receiving not less than the stated 
amount of wages, even though the wiser ones 
among them may see reason to 
believe the business is ai losing one. 
They will not consent to take any 
of the numerous risks of loss that beset the 
path of the employer, whether he work with 
his own capital or with what he has borrowed. 
There can be no right or reason in requirmg 
the employer to give an account of his profits 
when the workers turn a cold shoulder to the 
losing side of his account. And there is an- 
other element of gross unfairness in the 
proposition, as it claims the right to expose 
to his competitors the business secrets of an 
employer, letting them see just what advan- 
tage he gains in this or that direction, and 
giving some of them a cue to the depriving 
him of a part of that advantage which the 
toilers seize upon as an excuse for demanding 
increased pay. 
The investigation of profits, whenever that 
was asked for by a committee of workers, 
perhaps instigated thereto by an unsuccessful 
business rival, and the consequent publishing 
broadcast of all the facts so brought out,“ 
may appear to a mere theorist to be a very 
simple thing, and one that would do no harm 
to anybody. Doubtless Prof. Bemis thought 
the proposition was a perfectly fair one or he 
would not have broached it before the com- 
mission, but that fact does not make it so, 
It may be added that if unfair where the in- 
terests of less than 500 men are directly in- 
volved it would not be fair when applied in 
the case of a greater number, 


WOMEN IN POLITICS. 

The defeat of the proposition to give women 
the ballot in the State of New York is a seri- 
ous disappointment to the advocates of woman 
suffrage. Women who desire to have a voice 
in public affairs regard it with bitterness as 
an unjust limitation of their privileges, and 
feel that every such decision on the part of 
legislators denies to them the one great 
means of political influence. They mistake, 
and their error consists in the fact that they 
assume that the only means of molding pub- 
lic opinion and shaping events are the means 
employed by men, ignoring the fact that 
there are other ways quite as potent and bet- 
ter adapted to bringing their special talents 
into play. In exercising the right to vote, to 
attend caucuses, to take thestump,’’ women 
would simply have an opportunity to show the 
qualities they possess in common with men; 
their peculiar gifts, as women, would not 
be employed. Now the fact is we need 
women in public affairs very much; we 
need the genius of womanhood, but we need 
it displayed under conditions more favorable 
than those of any forms of public usage. 

Napoleon was more afraid of the bright 
women of Paris than he was of the Majors- 
General of his enemies, and he found it as 
important to break up a coterie as to demol- 
ish a battalion. This power of conversation, 
this wit, this swift- winged speech were irresist- 
ible. Not one of those women of Paris had 
a vote; not one of them had a voice in any 
legislative or popular assembly. They were 
not writers. They did not address the general 
ear. But for all that, they were a power in 
the State. 

Society has always been the sphere in which 
the peculiar genius of womanhood shows at 
its best; it is men who are there the powerless 
and disfranchised class. Conversation reaches 


‘fits best under the leadership of women. 


While the masculine voice excels in oratory 
the feminine voice surpasses in talk. Woman 
is naturally ready of speech. Her percep- 
tion is quick, her fancy nimble, her 
animal spirits warm and high. Why, then, 
do not our American women of ambition 
bestir themeelvés to set a new tone to society 
and to establish centers of public and political 
influence in their own homes? Instead of 
striving to become distinguished by the splen- 
dor of their dresses, the sumptuousness of 


this matter than they have thus far, They | their apartments, the costings of their equi- 


ee eee ee 
social leaders vie with each other in becoming 
noted for the quality of the persons to be met 
at their homes, for the brilliancy of the con- 
versation to be heard in their parlors? Their 
present custom of entertaining their friends 
by the aid of hired musicians or professional 
elocutionists is a tacit confession of their own 
laziness or lack of social power. 

No one doubts tht ability of American 
women, if they had the will, to establish a 
finer type of society and one wielding greater 
influence than any that has ever yet existed. 
What is needed is that they shall set them- 
selves deliberately and with conscience to the 
cultivation of such a worthy social spirit as 
shall strengthen the intellectual and moral 
forces of the community in.which they live 
Politicians, editors, journalists, poets, artists, 
men and women of letters, men and women 


of the world could be gathered for mutual in- 


tercourse; it should be a place where one 
could recruit his intelligence. sharpen his 
wit, refresh his memory, expand his syinpa- 
thies, improve his taste, For sucha result no 
pains should be considered excessive, no 
thoughtfulness extravagant. If women would 
seize upon their opportunity in this field and 
master its advantages they would soon dis- 
cover that their batteries played directly upon 
the centers of power. They could direct the 
movements of society, they could influence 
political measures. Who doubts the power of 
such social Assemblies to effect speedily some 
of the most needful reforms in city and na- 
tional life? They could shame the magis- 
trates into cleaning the streets; they would 
have more power than the police in closing 
the saloons. If women would but engage 
their adroitness in language, their piquancy 
of wit, their persuasiveness of tongue in the 
service of their consciences, men would be 
their willing servants. The parlor would be 
mightier than the caucus chamber, or the 
public hall, or the pulpit. 

It is said often that in these latter days men 
are losing their old deference towards women ; 
that women in gaining new rights have lost 
their old prestige. Gallantry has disappeared, 
and courtesy seems about to follow. The 
delicate respect for women as women, readi- 
ness to grant them privileges on the score of 
their sex, appears to be on the decrease; utili- 
tarian considerations prevail over sentimental 
ones. Perhaps this is an unavoidable result 
where women run in the same race, contend 
for the same prizes, take the same chances 
with men. There are many who must do so 
gf necessity; there are others who prefer to 
do so, even though accepting the logic of the 
situation. But the day has not yet come 
(may it be far distant!) when woman’s help- 
fulness to the world will be measured by her 
activity in industrial or political life. Aside 
from her place in the home, the becoming and 
characteristic place for women who have the 
means, the leisure, and the conveniences at 
command, is in society. This is their sphere; 
a sphere which all might fill toa degree, which 
some are qualified to fill with wonderful 
grace; a sphere all their own; urused except 
so far as they use it; unoccupied save as they 
occupy it; a sphere which calls into requisi- 
tion all their arts, and which if used to the 
best effect would give them a power in public 
matters of which as yet they have not so much 
as dreamed, 


LINCOLN, TRUMBULL, AND COOK. 

Mr. Burton C. Cook, whose obituary was 
printed in yesterday's Tamer, was a man 
who left one field of labor only to gain dis- 
tinction in another, He served with singular 
credit in the State Legislature, in Congress, 
and at the bar. But that incident of his pub- 
lic career which will be the longest remem- 
bered occurred while he was in the State Sen- 
ate in 1855. He had been elected as a Dem- 
ocrat, but the Kaneas-Nebraska bill of 1854 
had disgusted him with Democracy. Al- 
ways opposed to slavery, he could not 
stand this last evidence of party 
subserviency. The Legislature had to 
elect a suecessor to Gen. Shields. 
Lincoln was the Whig nominee and he was as 
good an anti-slavery man as Cook was. But 
neither he nor John M. Palmer and Norman 
B. Judd, who were then in the Senate, would 
vote for the old Henry Clay Whig, Lincoln. 


They called themselves anti-Nebraska Demo- 


crats, and, with two House members who 
thought as they did, they held the balance of 
power, They selected as their candidate 
Judge Trumbull, also an Anti-Nebraska 
Democrat, and forced his election. If Lin- 
‘oln had persisted in remaining in the field, 
instead of advising his friends to support 
Trumbull, ex-Gov. Matteson would have been 
elected, 

The course pursued by Mr. Cook and his 
four associates started Judge Trumbull ona 
Senatorial career which did not end until 
1873. While he had been elected to the 
House of Representatives in 1854 by a large 
majority as an Anti-Nebraska Democrat the 
district went Democratic two years later by 
a much heavier majority, so that but for his 
promotion to the Senate his public life would 
have been interrupted fora time at least. 
The defeat of Mr, Lincoln in 1855, 
when he ought to have been 
elected, and would have been if the 
Anti-Nebraska Democrats had been able to 
divest themselves whoily of old party preju- 
dices, made him the direct antagonist of Sen- 
ator Dougias in 1858, when the term for 
which the latter was elected was drawing to 
a close. That led to the celebrated de- 
bates with Dougias. The Democrats carried 
the Legislature and Mr, Lincoln became the 
Presidential candidate of the Republicans. 
It can be said, therefore, that unwittingly 
Mr. Cook had much to do with placing Mr. 
Lincoln in the White House, 


SOVEREIGN AND HOPKINS. : 

Last Wednesday Sovereign, the head of the 
Knights of Labor, appeared before the Strike 
Commission and had something to say about 
the recent disturbances here and his attempts 
to make them worse by trying to get all the 
members of his organization to quit work. 
He said among other things: 

The Mayor himself said, regarding many cars, 
that they were not tipped over by strikers.. The 
Mayor said: Colored people tipped over these 
cars just in fun, without criminal intent.” I 
read the information filed with the Mayor by the 
epg of Police regarding the Deputy Mar- 
shals. 

This last sentence relates to a charge that 
Deputy Marshals were concerned in the de- 
struction of property. These alleged state. 
ments of the Mayor were printed some days 
ago. Mr. Hopkins has not contradicted 
them, Had they been untrue he surely would 
have thought it worth his while to do so. It 
may be assumed, then, that the Mayor did 
tell Mr. Sovereign that he had been to the 
scene of the riots, and that alli he could see 
there were some colored people tipping over 
cars just out of fun.” The cars thus tipped 
over blocked the tracks and prevented the 
movement of passenger and freight trains. 

The Mayor must have been very anxious to 
get the good will of Sovereign. He was as 
obsequious in his dealings with him as with 
Debs. The Mayor hastened to assure Mr. 
Sovereign that the strikers had had nothing 
whatever to do with the destruction of prop- 
erty or the obstruction of the tracks. The 
Deputy Marshals were responsible for the

YOUTH AND ORIME IN FRANOE. 


The Worst Offenders Are Under the Age 
of 20. 

The connection between crime and youth is 
now one of the problems that are being most 
seriously discussed in France, says a writer in 
the St. James’ Gazette. One would naturally 
suppose that the most atrocious and the mest 
callous criminals would be those who had 
reached mature age in a career of crime. But 
such is not the case. The most daring, the 
most sanguinary, and the most hardened crim- |. 
inals with whom France justice has had to deal 
of late years have been, with few exceptions, 
mere youths, The great majority have been 
under 20 years. Those who wish to be more 
fully informed on the subject would do well 
to consult the Memoirs of Abbe Faure, 
who, as chaplain at the Grande Roquette, had 
ample opportunity for taking note of the most 
dangerous class of criminals. M. Guillot, an 
investigrating magistrate whose name has be- 
come well known to the publie in connection 
with famous trials, declares that, although 
statistics show no general increase, in France 
the contingent of young criminals is growing 
more and more numerous and that youthful 
miscreants were never so remarkable as Low 
for cynicism and ferocity. *‘I had supposed. 
says M. Guillot, that during my long ca- 
reer as Juge d' Instruction I had seen the 
lowest depth of human corruption. but it is 
only since I have had to do especially with 
young criminals that I have become ac- 
quainted with it.“ We learn from him 
that many a Paris boy belonging to 
the class from which the prisons are chief- 
ly supplied is completely debauched at the 
age of 13. This magistrate of the republic 
has had the courage to declare that the official 
withdrawal of religicus influences from the 
instruction imposed upon children of tae peo- 
ple has had much to do with the production 
of this youthful type of criminal. who, when 
he is betore the Judge, does not shed a tear, 
but appears realiy astonished at the explana- 
tions asked of him for his evi! conduct. 

Speaking not from sentiment, but from ob- 
servation, M. Guillot declares that the pass- 
ing away of the religioys ideal is apt to en- 
tall the abandonment of all ideals and the 
loss of all sense of duty. To English people 
snch an expression of opinion may seem 
superfluous; but in France it has upon a host 
of politicians much the same effect as a red 
flag is said to have upon a bull. It will be 
remembered how many men of leading, 
if not light, have striven in France since 
the fall of the empire to realize the 
ideal of an atheistical state, It is true that 
not a few of them, discouraged by a reaction 
of public opinion, have considera ly modified 
their policy, but it still remains the cherished 
dream of the Republican who prides himself 
upon being thorough-paced and considers 93 
a glorious date in French history. The crimi- 
nalists are now very busy studying the strange 
crop of criminals that has appeared with the 
new generatiop wh:ch the republic has reared 
with so much solicitude for all the virtues of 


citizenship.

get no help of the kind at home, and who 
must, therefore. depend entirely on what they 
learn from their paid teachers. 

The orthodox scheme of education is en- 
tirely concerned with the ancient literature of 
China, The original works which occupy the 
student’s attention were for the most part 
written before the literature of either Greece 
or Rome had reached its prime. But there 
are commentators belonging to later periods 
who must also be perused with diligence, 
China has not seen an influx of new races 
such as have overrun Europe since the days 
of our classical authors, but still, from mere 
lapse of time, the language of the country 
has greatly changed, and the child beginning 
his studies cannot without explanation under- 
stand a single sentence, even if he has learned 
to read the words, of the lesson which he has 
before him. The student makes himself ac- 
quainted as thoroughly as possible with these 
classical works. The more he can quote of 
them the better, but he must master the mat- 
ter contained in them as weil. 

He must get to know the different readings 
and different interpretations of disputed pass- 
ages and, finally, he practices himself in 
prose and verse composition. In prose he 
eaten preserves the ancient phraseology, 
never adinitting modern words, though there 
are certuin technicalities of style which will 
prevent his productions from being an exact 
imitation of the ancient literature. His 
verses must bein close imitation of the old- 
time poets. They must follow elaborate rules 
as to rhythm, and the words must rhyme ac- 
cording to the classical sounds, which are 
very different from these of today.

REALESTATE MARKET 


DECIDEDLY BETTER FEELING SHOWN 
IN THE OITY FIELD. | 


Brokers Say There Is an Increased De- 
mand for Good Residence Property, 
Though Down-Town Holdings Have 
Net Gone Begging—Advlph Kaus“ 
State Street Purchase the Transaction 
of the Week General News of Dealers 
and Their Trades in City Realty. 


There is a decidedly better feeling in the 
real estate market, according to the expressed 
opinions of many bankers. Already there is 
an increased demand for property, particular- 
ly good residence property, though down- 
town holdings have not gone begging by any 
means. The return of people who have been 
away for the summer and cheir desire for 
homes accounts for the increased inquiry for 
residence property. Real estate men attrib- 
ute the healthier condition of the down-town 
market to a return of confidence among the 
moneyed, class, due to dome extent, at least, to 
a final settlement of the tariff question. Con- 
gress acted rather late, however, to aid the 
summer market. Even nowthat the tariff 
bill has been passed and it has goneto the 
President’s hands there is some question as to 
its immediate effect. Real estate is the last 
investment to be affected by hard times or a 
financial panic and it is the last to recover. 

Adolph Kraus’ purchase of the State street 
property was the transaction of the week. 
This is the first sale of State street property 
for some time, and the price paid for it is in- 
dicative of a healthy market. For twenty-six 
feet frontage by a depth of eighty-three feet 
Mr. Kraus paid to the Farrer estate and Sam- 
uel H. Wheeler $240,000 cash, making a 
front foot valuation of $9,230, instead of 
$9,150 as was erroneously stated at the time 
of the transfer, or $111.21 a square foot. 
The firm of Moran, Kraus & Mayer seems im- 
pressed with the value of State street hold- 
ings. Levy Mayer purchased the southwest 
corner of State and Quincy streets from the 
Dr. Jeronre estate, and, like the more recent 
purchase of Mr. Kraus, it was made as an in- 
vestment and not as a speculation,. There are 
many who think $240,000 an excessive sum 
to pay for this holding. Others, however, are 
of the opinion that the investment was a wise 


one. and this latter theory is rather carried out 


by the statements made by Mr. Kraus himself. 
He bas secured for the property a reliable 
tenant, who takes it on a ten-year lease at 66 
per cent net on the valuation given, or a net 
sum of $15,600. 

The property is located at No. 155 State 
street, between Monroe and Madison streets, 
and it has a west frontage. It is improv 
with a six-story buildmg, which, though more 
than twenty years old, is in good condition 
and every foot of space from the first floor to 
the top is now rented. It is understood the 
net return under present leases is some 
$3,000 less each year than the sum Mr. Kraus 
will receive from his new tenant. 


Looks for More Life. 


William A. Bond said yesterday: “I be- 
lieve there will be a general wakening in real 
estate securities after the year’s sleep. That 
there is an increased demand for good prop- 
erty must be admitted by any one familiar 
with the situation. Personally I 
know of several investors who are 
e ooking for good real estate investments. 

Vhat is wanted is property which has a fut- 
ure—good, legitimate holdings, clean as to 
title as well as to occupants, roperty which 
will pay at present even a small return on the 
investment, but which has a promise of some- 
thing better in the future. There is one man 
who now has a large sum of money, more 
than $250,000 yen less than $1,000,000, 
which is awaiting an opening such as I have 
referred to. In my opinion there has been 
but little, if any, falling off in the price asked 
for real estate. I believe, however, that where 
an owner is forced to dispose of his holdings 
he will for some time, as he has during the 
last year. be compelled to shade the prices at 
which he holds his property. Any one, how 
ever, who is looking for an investment and 
finds a piece of property to his liking would 
probably have to pay as much today as he 
would a year ago.“ 

Outlying residence property, both North 
and South Side, can scarcely be said to be as 
valuable today as it was a year ago. This 
statement, however, applies in a great meas- 
ure to that which is forced upon the market. 
Frank A. Wells & Co. sold last week 50 feet 
on Kimbark avenue, between Fifty-eighth 
and Fifty-ninth streets, to an Iowa man, who 
is to improve it with a home, for $107.50 a 
front foot. This same property was worth 
30 per cent more than this figure a year ago. 
Holdings along Sheridan drive and other 
choice streets on the North Side are being 
held pretty stiffly at old figures, but recent 
sales have been at a shaded figure. 

The opening of the Metropolitan West Side 
L road, which is now not far off, is thought 
by well. informed people to presage a boom 
to the section of the city it traverses. It is 
now completed farther west than the Lake 
Street runs; many of its stations are com- 
pleted and others are now in a state of con- 
struction. Work on the power-house has also 
been begun. Specifications for its electrical 
machinery have been finished and an elec- 
trical company is now engaged in building 
dynamos and power generators for its use. 
With its completion the rapid building up of 
the West Side, it is thought, will continue 
until that section of the city is as thickly pop- 
ulated as others nearer the busimess center.

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RED TAPE FOR BUILDING PERMITS. 


Property-Owners Complain of Restrictions 
Regarding Pians and Speeiflestion“. 

Owners of property who contemplate build- 
ing and get their plans in readiness for a 
building permit are confronted with an 
amount of red tape inthe Building Depart- 
ment which is likely to make them weary 
early in their efforts. Many complaints are 
made of the circumlocution required to get 
the necessary bit of paper which will allow 
building operations to begin, Francis J. Nor- 
ton, an architect in the Masonic Temple, has 
had a taste of this. Speaking of his own and 
other people’s experiences he said: 

„o the inexperienced property-owner 
who desires to get a permit for the erection of 
his building in the Buildmg Department of 
the City Hall the task before him is a difficult 
one. He is obliged to present his plans and 
drawings to no jess than a dozen of experts 
before the official stamp of the Building 
Commissioner is put upon them. It isa 
common occurrence to see two-thirds of the 
plans submitted for inspection in the Build- 
ing Department rejected. Why should there 
be such a 22 number of higb-salaried em- 
ployés at the expense of the public inspecting 
the pians in question? Why should such a 
state of affairs exist in this metropolis of the 
West? Why not insist on a recognized status 
for the architectural profession, and license 
22 the same as in medical and 

al professions, and insiet that plans submit- 
— to the Building Department of the City of 
Chicago should be attested by a signature of 
a professional architect licensed and qualified 
to draw them? If the public would be obliged 
to pay a few dozen high-salartied officers to 
examine the death certificates presented by 
the public from dovtora, or to have experts 
looking over the legal documents filed by law- 
yers, or the opinions they give their clients, 
whata howl the public would make. Yet 
such is the neglected state of affairs in the 
Building Department. The medical and legal 
rofessions are op a higher standing both 
ore the public amongst themselves than if 
the entrance to their protessions were without 
restrictions, the same as thirty years ago when 
Massachusetts, Indiana, Ohio, New York, and 
other States passed laws prohibiting lawyers 
or doctors practicing without a strict exami- 
nation. Architecture should be the next pro- 
fession to insist on a recognized status 1 a 
legal qualification.“

ler’s famous petition, Chicago has had several 
narrow escapes from not having a Postmaster 
Hesing. No less than halfa dozen times 
while in pursuit of pleasure has Washington 
Hesing found himself in the midst of death’s 
revelry, unconscious of the grim presence 
until the mask ws suddenly removed. All 
this has but emphasized Mr. Hesing’s geniali- 
ty, and, he relates his many experiences with 
his customary nonchalance. Wheeling sud- 
denly in his chair and swallowing a troche he 
faced Tun TriBUNE’s queries yesterday and 
told his stories as follows: 

„% When a boy, at the unlucky age of 18, I 
had my first encounter with possible death, 
My mother had started to put me in school in 
Germany. and we took sage across the At- 
lantic on a sailing vessel. We were thirty-one 
days out and when off the coast of Newfound- 
land suddenly found ourselves befogged and 
hemmed in by icebergs. For thirty hours 
the ship drifted helplessly, and every moment 
we expected to be ground between the ice- 
bergs that we knew were towering above us, 
but which we could not see. Women were on 
their knees crying and praying, and I can dis- 
tinctly recollect feeling of relief when the 
fog lifted and we had an unobstructed sea 
before us. 

„J came back from my trip to Germany in 
1861 and then had even a worse experience, 
My mother was again with me and we had 
taken passage on the steamer Bremen. Before 
we were half way over we encountered a 
terrific storm. he lifeboats were swept 
away, the masts were broken and carried 
away, three or four sailors were washed over- 
board. and finally the Captain announced 
that there was no hope of reaching harbor and 
we had best prepare for the worst. I was 
frightened, of course, but neither the storm 
nor the seeming presence of death made the 
impression upon my mind that the calm 
resignation of my mother did. She wasa 
pious woman and she told me that in 
hours of danger her whole life passed in re- 
view. She was not excited, but she clutched 
me and said we were both prepared to 
go, but she had faith that the Lord was with 
us and would spare us, as he did. 

“The third time that I faced death was on 
my wedding trip. With a party of friends 
my wife and I had ascended Mount Vesuvius 
to view the crater and were descending in & 
carriage. The whiffletrees broke and the car- 
riage became uncontrollable in its descent un- 
til it was miraculously stopped within six 
inches of an abyss several thousand feet deep. 
There were three ladies in the 8 and two 
of them promptly fainted. gentlemen 
jumped and some of them completely lost 
their head.

I ever had was in June, 1805,“ said Marshal 
Musham. I was a pipeman at that. time 
We received a call one day fora fire at the 
corner of South Water and La Salle streets. 
When we got to the place we found the rear 
of a four-story building which was used as a 
commission-house in flames. The houses in 
those days were only built tothe middle of a 
lot and extensions were made as the increase 
of business demanded.

PASSED THE NiGHT IN A REBEL HOUSE. 


H. N. Higinbotham Tells a Stirring Story 
of War Tinies in the South, 


H. N. Higinbotham tells this story: During 
the war- it was in 1863—1 had charge of a 
train of supply wagons, which I was taking to 
Knorville, Tenn. The wagons had the usual 
guard, and our route lay over the mountains. 
When about half way up we received infor- 
mation that the road was blocked by the 
rebels several miles farther on, and that it 
would beimpossible to get past them with- 
out being discovered, necessitating a skir- 
mish and a possible capture of the 
supplies, as we were not strong enough 
to fight the number of rebels that was re- 
ported to be in advance of us. As night was 
coming on we resolved to leave the wagons 
where they were, trusting to darkness to con- 
ceal their whereabouts, and push on to a farm 
house kept by a man named Campbell, where 


for the night. 

J told the boys to go on ahead and I would 
overtake them later on,as I wanted to see 
that everything was all right before I left. 
By the time I had pia a guard over the 
wagons and got ready to go myself they were 
out of sight. I was not acquainted with the 
country around there, but supposed that 
all I had to do was to follow the road. But 
when I had ridden some distance I reached a 
place where the road forked, and not knowing 
— to take let my horse choose for him- 
self. 
In a short time I came to a house, and, 
supposing it to be Campbell’s, I went up to 
it and told them who I was. The owner of the 
house said Campbell lived three miles around 
by the other road.

Col. Henry L. Turner has been a target for 

thousands of Confederate bullets, all of which

This arises from the fact that he is a veteran 
of the late war as woll as a lover of horse- 
flesh. He tells of the closest call he had in 
the service as follows: |

vance guard of troops in the movement on to

FACING DEATH. 


„% Perhaps the most appalling situation I 
ever faced was a runaway at Rochester, N. T., 
several years ago. I was driving along the 
road in a light buggy with the top half down 
and heard shouts coming from the rear. I 
stood up and looked back just in time to see 
a team of runaway horses attached to a car- 
riage bearing down upon me at a terrible 
speed. They were so close and came so fast 
that I did not have time to make a move and 
I simply made up my mind ‘hat my hour had 
come, The team struck my buggy full in the 
rear, ‘wrecking it. Then the horses jumped 
completely over it, leaving me in the débris 
more dead than alive. That was one occasion 
when I didn’t have time to think.”’ 


DEATH BY FIRE AND BY FLOOD. 


John G. Shortall Faces Both Fearlessly at 
Different Periods of His Career. 

John G. Shortall has faced death twice, 
once in New York City and once in Chicago. 
The first experience was one warm, pleasant 
summer afternoon when as a 7-year-old boy, 
just out from school for the afternoon, He dis- 
obeyed a standing parental injunction and 
went down to the East River docks to engage 
with half a dozen companions in the childish 
sport of sailmg miniature boats. He had a 
long string attached to a modern Cunarder 
constructed out of a shingle, and was trailing 
it through the water when he stepped back- 
ward and off the dock. He tells the story of 
his sensations as follows: 

„% My sensations were agreeable rather 
than otherwise. I remember thinking that 
the water was warm and remembermg that it 
was at least fifteen feet deep where I feil in, 
but if I was badly frightened I did not realize 
it. I knew that I had sunk more than once, 
but it seemed to me that instead of being in 
water I was slowly sinking into a feather-bed. 
I felt sleepy and the sensation was so agreea- 
ble that if I made any struggle to save my- 
self the action must have been unconscious or 
involuntary. It might be different now, but 
that agreeable sensation of sinking into 
feathers so strongly impressed itself upon 
my mind that I can recall it as vividly as if it 
occurred only yesterday. I have no recollec- 
tion of the past or future sing panorama- 
like before my mind, as described by others 
who have nearly drowned. Some one pulled 
me out at the last moment, but I was not at 
the time particularly grateful to my rescuer. 

% For a moment or two during the great 
Chicago tire I thought I stood face to face 
with death. I was surrounded by fire on every 
side when the apparently authoritative state- 
ment came to me that Gen. Sheridan pro- 
posed to blow up the Smith & Nixon Build- 
ing on the southwest corner of Clark and 
Washington streets. The building was not 
100 feet from where J was at work trying to 
gave my abstract books and records, I gave 
the subject of being burned up or blown up 
but a few seconds’ consideration, and then re- 
sumed my work with the utmost indifference 
to personal danger. If one is engaged in 
something that subordinates persona! interest 
I think a feeling of fear rarely comes to him. 
The governing thought with me in times of 
danger is one that is bused on a sort of tatal- 
isni—that what will be will be, When danger 
is imminent I think the only thing to do is to 
do with all one’s might whatever seems at 
moment the most proper thing to do, and that 
of course depends largely upon one’s educa- 
tion and conscience.

IN OLD BLADENSBURG 


THE SLEEPY TOWN HAS AN ANNI- 
VERSARY To OBLEBRATE. 


Before Coxey’s Army Camped There the 
Quiet Place Was Famous Eather 
Than Notorious--Battle 
and the Taking of the Capital in 1814 
rest Duels Fought on Its Soil-Col- 
ered Women Do All the Work—Bap- 
tlams in the River. ; 

Bladensburg, which has been content to 
pose as the laundry of Washington these 
many years, has been brought again into 
prominence by Coxey’s wretched army, which 
camped there during a part of the recent 
fiasco of the petition in boots.” What a 
fall from celebrity to notoriety the sleepy 
little town has taken! In the musty histories 
one may read that at Bladens burg a notable 
battle of the War of 1812 was fought, 
and that in later years, when the duel was the 
appeal for satisfaction of sullied honor, this 
quiet place was the scene of a large number of 
fierce contests.” 

Fourscore years ago, Aug. 24, was fought 
the battle of Bladensburg. In the historic 
vista of other great engagements of American 
forces this one of 1814 shows mall. Yet it 
had-interesting features and important re- 


| sults, and today, as the eightieth anniversary 


is at hand, a medley of reminiscences, local 
and historical, are revived. There is an oc- 
casional old inhabitant of Bladensburg who 
has personal recollections of the day. Mr, 
Lounds is one of these. As a lad he lived 
at the old Lounds Place, now known as the 
Stevens house. He pointed out Lounds 
Hill, now Stevens Hill, and well remembers 
seeing the British coming in over the hill, 
those disciplined troop under Gen. who 
had received the finest military training pos- 
sible in the world at that time, by service 
under Wellington. The panorama of the 
wounded British soldiers borne in ghastly 
haste into his father’s house remains yet, 
vivid among the paling memories of Mr. 
Lounds’ boyhood. 

Two score of years later a near relative of 
Mr. Lounds, visiting in England, was enter- 
tained by one of the English nobility, who 
recalled and accurately described the house 
that cared for the wounded of his country 
and spoke of the beautiful ward they 
fought on at the battle of Bladensburg. Re- 
cently some trees were cut down on the place 
and there was founds grown into 
one of them, an old English coin. 
The tree, it was facetiously stated, 
had picked the pocket of some English soldier 
buried nearit. It is not strange that the 
beautiful ‘‘sward’’ was remembered through 
years, if it was comparable with that which 
prevails in all this climate-favored locality. 
The Lounds House, now the Stevens House, 
stands ina large and beautiful yard. Here 
lives one of the seven or eight white families 
of Bladensburg, that of the French artist, 
Dieudonée, who has had more than one pict- 
ure at the French Salon. His wife—an Amer. 
ican girl—inherited the historic Stevens es- 


tate. . 
Where the battle of Bladensburg was fought 
is about six miles from Washington. Gen. 
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An' how they-all reckon we goin’ git 
** Branch-wata’?’’

| the family should earn the means of subsist- 


ence. She was surprised to have a dusky 
maid reply with a touch of resentment: 

‘*Indeedy! I doan b’lieve a woman oughter 
jis set ’roun’ doin’ nuffin’ an’ let poo’ man 
wuck haud fer money.“ 

In Bladensburg unless a woman takes in 
washin’ ” she does nothing. 

Riverdale and Hyattsville are the principal 
bed chambers for Washington and Bladens- 
burg is the laundry for both, No wonder 
then, that, as Coxey marched in to the tune 
ot Maryland, My Maryland,’ there was 
jealousy as to the commonwealers appro- 
priati “the Branch” and the Spa on 
which Bladensburg depends for its living. 
However, several times yearly there is an- 
other water supply. The Potomac overflows; 
the town is a small Venice; skiffs travel the 
streets; the negroes take to the second stories 
of the old colonial houses that for near two 
centuries have stood the winds and floods. 

Another important incident in Bladens- 
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Ross had landed about forty miles from the 
Capital. Admiral Cockburn of the British 
blockading squadron gave him the assistance 
of 1,000 marines, ‘here nad been such 
eagerness to attack Canada that little had 
been done by the American command to de- 
fend the Capital. Gen. Winder was in com- 
mand. He called in such militia from Vir- 
ginia and Maryland as he could collect on 
short notice, and with 600 regulars form 
his line of battle at Bladensburg. But Bar- 
ney’s seamen and the militia were no match 
for Wellington’s Peninsular-trained English 
soldiers. he only serious fighting that was 
done was by the 600 American regulars who 
for some time held the English advance. 
Barney’s horse was shot from under him and 
he was captured, 

The news of the defeat was rapidly taken to 
Washington and threw the city into consterna- 
tion. Congress was quickly adjourned. The 
President’s dinner was abandoned and was 
later eaten by the British officers. But Mrs. 
Madison carried away in a handbag the silver 
from thé dinner service. The Secretary of 
the Navy burnt the navy-yard at Washington, 
and Ross, with 700 men, took possession of 
the capital of the United States. The leaders 
repaired to the House of Representatives. 
From the Speaker’s chair, just left by the 
young Henry Clay. a serious question was 
put with impassioned animus to those victori- 
ous English soldiers: ’ 

„Shall this harbor of Yankee democrats be 
burned? All for it. say aye.“ 

There was a general shout of “ Aye! aye!” 
and soon the evening sky was blushing with 
the outrage, as the torch flew from Capitol to 
Presidents house, Senate House, public 
offices, Arsenal, and Potomac bridge. 

The i ge cost the British a thousand 
men and this stain on their banner of 
victory. They left their mark in charac- 
ters barbarous. In the contemporaneous his- 
tory many European capitals had, in war's 
vicissitudes, been at the mercy of victors, but 
no one had been so ungenerously treated as 
was America’s capital by soldiers of its own 
blood, language, and religion.

„ Around the corner from Bladensburg’s 
1 1 street, up Sand street, is the old 

oss manor house, for the Ross family had 
from King George a large land grant.

Farther up Sand street, on 
the third of Bladensburg’s three streets, is 
the Stevens manor, the most pretentious of 
the colonial houses. 

On B.adensburg’s main street one finds 
the house where William Wirt was born. 
He wrote that famous history of Patrick 
Henry. His daughter married Henry’s son. 
The son of this union, William Wirt Henry, 
is an orator of Frederick, Md., near Bladens- 
burg, the town where Barbara waved the 
flag iu Stonewall’s face. 

Following the main street, toward Hyatts- 
ville, on the hill, one reaches The Spa,“ 
where soldiers of the Revolution quenched 
their thirst, as did the British at the battle of 
Bladensburg eighty years ago, and where, 
today, the Bladensburger goes for his 
drink of cold water. e com- 
monwealers camped in “Spa Woods,” 
Through Spa Woods runs “the Branch” 
which with the Potomac supplies the Bladens- 
burg washwomen with“ soft water for the 
one industry. Across the rickety bridge, of a 
few rods, is the old Hyatt homestead, Hy- 
attsville begins at Bladensburg. and climbs 
the heights, and sits in the beauty of villas 
and modern cottages, and fresh colors and 
new shingles. It receives the Bladensburg 
mail, the old town having no railroad station. 
And Hyattsville has a history as new as Blad- 
ensburg’s is old. and to which Hamlin Garland 
contributed his influence, In it was waged a 
world-famed single-tax fight. Here was made 
the first practical test in the United States of 
Henry George’s theory on “ taxing improve- 
ments.“ The single-tax advocates lost their 
case in the courts, and lost it in the Supreme 
appeal. Some people who confuse single 
tax with socialism and Anarchists’ visions may 
surmise that the strong single-tax element in 
Hyattsville is interested in the commonweal 
movement. On the contrary Attorney Rogers, 
who owns “Spa Woods,” is an anti-singie 
taxite. 

Adjoining Hyattsville is Riverdale, built on 
the old Calvert of Baltimore estate. Its 
spick-and-span new houses are in sharp con- 
trast with the one landmark—the old Calvert 
homestead. Six or seven years ago the Balti- 
more house was in much of its antiquated 
grandeur. But the old division fences, walls, 
and hedges have been torn away, with many 
of the outbuildings, servants’ quarters, etc. 
The grounds have been “subdivided ’’ and 
Riverdale ** building lots sold. The Colonial 
house, much resembling the White House,“ 
is still well preserved, The old dairy remains, 
but the lodge and deer parks are gone and the 
stables destroyed. But beautiful as when the

Lane, a canopied driveway formed by

„% Would that you had said that much yes- 
terday!’’ Barron replied, 

Then Decatur expressed deep regret that he 
could not die in the service of his country. 
As the Commodore was put in his carriage, 
Barron spoke the final words: 

„Everything in this affair has been done in 
honorable manner and I forgive all.“ 

At 11 o’clock that night died, at his rest- 
dence in Lafayette Square, Washington, Com- 
modore Stephen Decatur. The house is still 
standing, was occupied by Livingston, Secre- 
tary of State under Jackson, and by Vice- 
President Van Buren. Barron, too, was con- 
veyed to Washington. Ina few weeks he was 
moved to Hampton, Va., his home, and sur- 
vived his wound.

THERE’S A OORNER ON OOLUMBIANS. 


The $1 Stamps of This Issue Are Now Re- 
tailing for $5 Aptlece. 

Stamp collectors are puzzling themselves 
trying to discover how the one dollar value of 
the recent issue of Columbian stamps has be- 
come so scarce. The market for this particu- 
lar stamp seems to have been effectually cor- 
nered by somebody bent upon making asmall 
fortune out of selling them at fancy prices to 
stamp collectors when the stamp eannot be 
bought from any one but them. The stamp 
now readily brings $5 when a dealer can be 
found who will part with one, 

A possible explanation of the corner in the 
market is that the statements issued from 
time to time regarding holdings of Colum- 
bian stamps by Postmasters throughout the 
country have shown that the $1 value was 
rapidly dwindling away, presumably to 
speculators. This made dealers buy them up 
all the faster to store for a future rise in 
value, which seems to have come sooner than 
anticipated. If the statements made 2 — 
ing the holdings of this stamp by some large 
New York dealers be true then there will 
probably be a dull thud on the stamp market 
when these dealers begin to unload them. It 
is said that certain dealers entered into a con- 
spiracy early in the year to buy up all 
of the $1 value offered them for sale, besides 
buying up all unused specimens to be found 
in the postoffices. This value was in such 
demand in the larger offices that their stocks 
ran out rapidly. The smaller offices were 
drained of their $1 stamps until the stocks of 

tmasters all over the country were ex- 


usted. And as the Department at Wash- . 


ington had no more on hand the stocks could 
not be replenished. One New York dealer is 
said to ve accumulated a stock of 2 
Columbians which runs up into the thousands, 
stored away to be sold when he thinks 
that the price has reached highest 
notch possible. Then stamp collectors who 
have been paying the trust price for them 
will wish they had waited awhile before in- 
vesting in this much-sought-for stamp, for if 
this ie the case theré@tis bound to be a hig drop 
in prices sooner or later. 

The postoffices in the country have still 
some Columbians on hand, but the $1 value 
is not among the list of obtainable stamps.

Fitzh Lee describes the scene when 
Gen. R. . Lee was invited to appear before 
the Confederate convention and accept his 
appointment publicly: 
ning on the arm of Mr. Marmaduke Jobn- 
son of Richmond, Chairman of the. committee, 
Les entered the hall. Every spectator ad- 
mired the personal appearance of the man, his 
dignified figure, his air of self-composure, 
strength of feature in which shone the steady 
imation of a consciousness of power, pu . 
and decision. He was in the full and hardy flush 
of ripe years and vigorous health. His form was 
tall, its constituents well knit together; his 


head, well s and warely built. 
ave indication of a 28 Intellect. 
he face, not yet interlined by age, 
still remarkable for its personal beauty, 
was up oy eyes black in the shade, but 
brown in the fuil light, clear, benignant, but 
with a deep recess of light. a curtamed fire in 


them that blazed in moments of excitement; the 
countenance and natural expression were gentle 
and benevolent, yet striking the beholder as 
masking an iron will, His manners were at once 
greve and kindly, without gayety or abandon. 

Was also without any affectation of dignity. 
Such is the man whose stately figure in the Capi- 
tol at Richmond brought to mind the old race of 
Virginians, and who was thereafter to win a rep- 
utation not only as the first commander, but 
also as a perfect and beautiful model of man- 


Even then it was thought by some that the 
war might be averted, but not by Gen. Lee, 
who wrote to his wife May 13, 1861: 


Do not put faith in romors of adjustment. I 
see no prospect for it. It cannot be while pas- 
sions on both sides areso infuriated. Make your 
plans for several years of war. If Virginia is in- 
vaded, which appears to be designed, the main 
routes through the country will, in all probabil- 
ity, be infested and passage interrupted. I agree 
with you in thinking that the inflammatory arti- 
cles in the papersdo us much harm. I object 
pormoueny to those in the Southern papers, as 
i wish them to take a firm, dignified course, free 
from bravado and boasting. The times are 


in calamitous, The brightness of 
God's countenance seems turned from 
us, and its mercy stopped in its bliss- 


tui current. It may not always be so dark, and 
he may pardon our sins and take us under his 
protection. Tell Custis (his son, then a Lieu- 
tenant in the United States army) he must con- 
sult his own judgment, reason, and conscience as 
to the course he may take. I do not wish him to 
be guided by my wishes orexample. If I have done 
wrong, let him do better. The present is a mo- 
mentous question which every man must settle 
for bimself and upon principle. Our good 
Bishop Meade has just come in to see me. He 
opens the convention tomorrow, and, I under- 
stood him to say, Would preach his fiftieth anni- 
versary sermon. God bless and guard you. 


Home-Kuit Socks. 


One cannot read this story without admir. 
ing the pluck and devotion of the Southern 
army. An army more destitute of 1 
never marched to war. When Gen. s son 
Robert, then a student at Washington and 
Lee University, joined the army he wrote to 
his father for a sword and a sash. After much 
difficulty a sword was got for him, but the 
sash he was 4 to forego. Mrs. Lee and 
her daughters busied themselves knitting 
socks, which the General of the army distrib- 
uted to his soldiers. March 18, 1 he 
wrote: 

I arrived safely yesterday. (He had been on 
a.short visitto Richmond.) There were sixty- 
seven pairs of socks in the bag I brought up in- 
stead of sixty-four, as you supposed, and I found 
here three dozen pairs of beautiful white yarn 
socks, sentover by our kind cousin Julia and 
sweet littie Carrie, making 103 pairs, all of 
which I sent to the Stonewall brigade, One 
dozen of the Stuart socks had double heels. Can 
ou not teach Mildred (his daughter) that stitch? 
hey sent me also some hams, which I had 
rather they had eaten. I pray that you may be 

preserved and relieved from all your troubles, 
and that wemay all be again united here on 
earth and forever in heaven. 


An Incident in Camp. 


And Dec. 80, 1864, he tells her: The Lyo 
furs and fur robe have also arrived safely, but 
can learn nothing of the saddle of mutton. — 2 
an, of whom I inquired as to its arrival. is greatly 
alarmed lest it has been sent to the soldiers’ din- 
ner. If the soldiers get it I shail be content. I 
can do very well without it. In fact 1 should 
rather they would have it than I.“ And Jan. 10, 
1865, after stating how the socks which Mrs. Lee 
had sent had been distributed to the army, the Gen- 
eral writes: “Yesterday afternoon three little 
irls walked into my room, each with a small 
Basket. The eldest carried some fresh eggs laid 
by her own hens, the second some pickles made 
by her mother, the third some popcorn which 
had grown in her garden. They were accompa- 
nied by a young maid with a block of soap made 
by her mother. They were the daughters of a 
rs. Nottingham, a refu from Northampton 
County, who lived near Eastville. not far from 
old Arlington. The eldest of the girls, whose 
age did not exceed 8 years, had a small 
wheel on which she spun for her mother, who 
wove all the cloth for her two brothers—boys of 
12 and 14 years. I have not had so pleasant a 
visit fora long time. I fortunately was able to 
fill their baskets with apples, which distressed 
r Bryan (his steward), and ged them to 
bring me nothing but kisses and to keep the eggs, 
corn, etc., for themselves. I pray daily and al. 
most hourly to our Heavenly Father to come to 
the relief of you (Mrs. Lee was sick) and our at- 
fiicted country. I know he will order, things 
for our good, and we must be content. 


For the Brave Stonewallers.” 


From camp. April 2, 1864, he wrote Mrs. Lee: 
“ Your note with the socks arrived last evening. 
I have sent them to the Stonewall Brigade; the 
number all right—thirty pairs. Including this 
last parcel 4 thirty P em I have sent to that 
brigade 263 pairs. Still there are about 140 
whose homes are within the enemy’s lines and 
who are without socks. I shall continue to fur 
nish them till all are supplied. Tell the young 
women to work hard for the brave Stonewallers. 
And once more, from Orange County, * 
21. 1864: Tour note with bag of socks reached 
me last evening. The number was correct—thir- 
ty-one ain, Laue them to the Stonewall Brig- 
ade, which is not — supplied. Sixty-one pairs 
from the ladies in Fauquier have reached Char 
lottesville, and I hope will be distributed soon. 
Now that Miss Bettie Brander has come to the 
aid of my daughters the supply will soon be in- 
creased.’ 
Gen. Lee took little care of himself, When 
his wife remonstrated he wrote: | 
But what carecan a man give to himself in 
time of war? It is from no desire of exposure or 
hazard that [live in a tent, but from necessity. 
I must be where I can speedily at all times at- 
tend to the duties of my position and be near or 
accessible to the officers with whom I have to 
act. 1 have been offered rooms in the houses of 
our citizens, but I could not turn the dwellings 
of my kind hosts intoa barrack, where officers, 
couriers, di N women, etc., would be enter- 
day and night. 
1 last the unequal struggle came to an end. 
The Southern soldiers who had fought with 
miraculous patience and courage could hold 
out no longer, and Lee's army was obliged to 
surrender. Fitzhugh Lee speaks only kind 
words regarding Gen. Grant on this occasion. 
The victorious soldier was all consideration 
for his defeated enemy ind did nothing that 
would annoy or embarrass him. Then the 
curtain was rung down and the swords were 
turned into plowshares and the spears into 
pruning-hoo~s—never again, * us pray, to 
verted from their peaceful purpose.

The island is eight miles long by five in 
width, and a more charming spot for a 
summer home would be hard to find. 
lt is crossed and recrossed by old wood 
roads, which wind back and forth among 
the huge trees which cover it. Beach, 
cherry, maple, and birch, much of it the orig- 
inal growth, from three to four feet in diam- 
eter, cover the island. One of its advantages 
is its height above the level of the lake. Its 
surface is rolling, running up into hills, some 
of which are 800 feet above the vater level. 
The island isa place of mystery. In some 
places the undergrowth is so dense as to be 
almost a jungle, while in others the trees are 
clear, and look as though they might have 
been set out by man some hundreds of years 
ago. 5 
Beautiful Lake Manitou. 


In the middle of the island there is a beauti- 
fal little lake, a mile and a half long and 
threé-quarters of a mile wide, which is 300 
feet above the level of the water of Lake 
Michigan. In some places it is so deep that 
the adventurous swimmer hesitates and final- 
ly decides to trust himself to the shallower 
waters about its edge. Huge trees are scat- 
tered over the hills to the eastward of it, in- 
terspersed with thickets of birch and fir and 
balsam and grassy clearings here and there. 
To the west there isa marsh of cedar and 
tamarack, hundreds of acres in extent. Alli 
about it there is a clean but narrow beach, 
the water growing deeper and deeper until it 
finally plunges suddenly down sheer as a 
crater’s edge into its deepest point. Gray 
rocks covered with lichen and huge bowlders 
left from the time of the last upheaval sur- 
round it and add to its picturesqueness. 

It is fifty miles northwest of Charlevoix and 
four miles south to South Manitou Island, 
which will be the public resort. Chicago is 
225 miles away, but the island is not a lone- 
some spot by any means, for all the vessels 
which go through the Straits of Mackinac pass 
within close range of itand give the summer 
visitors something to look and watch for 
when they have grown tired of solitude. 
Steamers from Chicago to Charlevoix and 
Mackinac wiil stop to take on or let off pass- 
engers, but as the island is not public these 
stops are only for those owning homes there 
or who come upto visit those who make it 
their summer resting plaee.

A number of the cottagers purchased a ten- 
acre strip of ground which runs back 1,000 
feet from the lake, and the west half of this 
has beeh cut up into lots for the owners of 
cottages.

Legends Handed Down by Indians. 


There are legends for ev knoll and 
brook and lake about the island. Even the 
island itself is a subject of an Indian story. 
The tale that is handed down by the red men 
is that no land appeared where the isiand now 
stands until the great spirit, Manitou, in a fit 
of anger brought on a terrible storm, during 
which the island lifted itself from the bettom 
of the lake, covered with trees and flowers as 
it now is and with the woods full of game. 
It was because of this that the name Manitou 
was given it. There is another stery which 
concerns the little lake in tue middle 
of the island, but it is a legion which 2 In- 
dians have applied to almost every bit of 
water in Arrerica. It is that of un Indian 
maiden whose warrior lover, a brave poung 
chief, was slain in the wars. When she heard 
of it she threw herself into the lake and was 
drowned and the Indians tell it that her spirit 
can be seen there any moonlight night. For 
may years after the lations had left the isl- 
and and moved across to the main land they

made annual pilgrimages to this lake and 
spent three or four weeks camped upon its 
shores fishing and hunting. 

There are perhaps 100 people who make 
their homes on the island the year round. 
They are mostly fishermen and their homes 
are on the western shore of the lake and 
about the southern end. They live a very 
quiet and uneventful life perforce, There is 
a postofiice on the island, in the settlement 
of the cottagers. but for three months in the 
winter the lake is frozen over and there is no 
communication whatever with the mainiand.

North Man- 
itou has one. His name is Bobus and he lives 
in the heart of the woods away from all the 
other settlers on the island and he 
rarely if ever sees a human being.

This pipe was found in San Juan County, Utah, during recent explorations of the caves 
and cliff houses of Utah and Arizona. It was incased in a neatly tanned beaver skin, which 
served asa pouch. This also contained some of the original smoking material, which con- 
sists of the inner bark of the red willow and leaves of the kinikinick plant, both of which grow 
in great abundance in the cafions of Southern Utah. The bowl is egg-shaped, being 1%

inches in diameter and 2 inches long, is composed of Mexican onyx, 
The cavity of the bowl is lined with a black mineral cement and contains the ashes of the last 
puff the smoker enjoyed.

NOTABLE WORK OF MR. HOLLAND. 


His Courtland Crandall Remarkable as 4 
| Stage Portrait. 

One of the best studies of character in quer- 
ulous old age seen lately on a Chicago stage 
is that furnished by Mr. E. M. Holland in 
Courtland Crandall, the cupitalist, in Augustus 
Thomas’ drama New Blood,” now being 
presented at McVicker's.

Ia 1866 he went to Barnum’s Mu- 
seum, playing small parts, and in 1867 he 
joined ter Wallack’s well-known company. 

e remained with Mr. Waliack for thirteen 
years, during which time he played with all 
the celebrated actors of the time. Upon 
leaving Mr. Wallack in 1880 he played a 
short season under Mr. Palmer in French 
Flats,“ and then went to Europe with the 
McKee Rankin company, playing in The 
Danites.’’ Mr. Holland sustained the part of 
the Judge, play: in London and all the 
principal cities‘of Great Britain. Upon their 
return he played the same part during one 
season in the United States. In 1882 he 
played at the Madison Square, and in 1883 
and 1884 at the Park, and after Mr. Palmer 
took the Madison Square joined him and has 
remained with him ever since. Mr. Holland's 
Iine is that of old men and character parts. 
and like Mr. Stoddard his success has been 
slow but sure. It seems to be a line of acting 
the public never fully appreciates, and it often 
happens the better it is done the less the rec- 
ognition of its excellence—until some par- 
‘ticular revelation opens their eyes. Though

MOVEMENT GROWING POPULAR N 
EPISOOPAL OHUROHES. 


Tone Color Is Improved and the Conduc- 
tors Find the Singers Easier to Manage 
America Likely te Follow England’s 
New Ecclesiastical Idea=The Rev. H. R. 
Hawels Tells Why He Likes It=—Other 
News in the World of Music. 


The frst introduction of women as chorist- 
ers in surpliced choirs was at the pro-cathe- 
dral in Meibourne, Australia, two years ago. 
At that time observations of a critical and in 
the main unfavorabie character were directed 
toward the undertaking. After a time, how- 
ever, the same course was pursued at Gibrul- 


where the movement already has attained 
some proportions, 

Mme. Nordica, in an interview published in 
London last spring, made reference to the 
improvement in the tone color resulting from 
a choir of mixed voices, and referred to the 
plan pursued in some American cities, where 
women’s voices aided in the performance of 
the choral service. The Rev. H. R. Haweis, 
known through his writings on musical sub- 
jects, gives the practical side of the result of this 
innovation, to which he has.lent his sanction. 
Of this practical side of tne undertaking Mr. 
Haweis seems particularly enthusiastic, and, 
while the employment of women in surpliced 
choirs likely will be of slow growth and in 
the main possibly denied acceptance tora 
considerable time, it is none the less likely of 
final adoption. Whether the objections ob- 
taining in England are likely to find a coun- 
terpart in America, so far as the em ployment 
of women singers is concerned, some at least 
must be acknowledged. From this fact, and 
also from the existence of one still greater, 
the following of usages obtaining in England 
by the branch of the body Anglicap in Amer- 
ica, Mr. Haweis’ individual views become of 
interest. ; 

ae 

„For years, Mr. Ha weis says, I had con- 
ducted the choir on the old system of boys 
and men. It works very well when you have 
a large school to draw from, but not other- 
wise. For instance, there 1s the nuisance of 
tho boys’ voices breaking. Then, directly 
you have trained a boy well, he is bribed to 
go elsewhere by a richer church or cathedral. 
The better you train boys the more likely 
they are to be bribed. If they stay with you 
they give a good des! of trouble. They have 
dirty hands, they make their surplices dirty, 
they suck sweets, they go to sleep 
on one another’s shoulders—this is fre- 
quently the case in cathedrals, where they 
are so far removed from the congrega ion 
that they are not noticed—and they are, in 
short, a difficult team to drive. I became 
convinced on other grounds that it was ad- 
surd to exclude women from the church serv- 
ices. Why, when they are sought for at great 
public festivals, should they not be permitted 


But I am in-favor of women not being ex- 
cluded from the chotr on the score of econo- 
my. There are plenty of girls who are glad 
to air their voices for a small sum. Ama- 
teurs, too, rejoice to avail themselves of the 
opportunity of picking up something for their 
services. The material, however, is not only 
ar: but good. 

We never admit into the choir any wom- 
an who has not a good. voice or who cannot 
read music. If you secure these two condi- 
tions you greatly abbreviate the — 
of time as well as money. Of course Very- 
thing depends upon the discipline of the choir. 
It should be Spartan in character. You must 
rule with a sword of Damocles suspended over 
the heads of the members. 

“The women and men admitted to our 
choir have no rights. They leave at a week’s 
or a fortnight’s notice. The choirmaster is 
supreme and I never listen to any appeal. 
Anyone whose judgment differs from that of 
the choirmaster simply goes. They all know 
that and we consequently have no differences 
of opinion. Everything is peaceful and har- 
monious. 


* 
* + 

There are eight professionals who are the 
nucleus of our choir. We have a solo quartet 
and a general quartet. The former are paid 
ata higher rate. The professionals are sup- 
plemented by unpaid amateurs, in number 
according to our capacities, The whole of 
the choir varies from eight to fdurteen. We 
have tried to secure husbands and wives. The 
young ladies are carefully selected. A rigid 
conformity is enforced in costume. I also 
discourage the obtrusive wearing of orna- 
ments that necessarily attract attention. The 
object is to produce a uniform appearance. 
The girls in the choir look like sm ooth-faced 
boys. They wear college caps, black cas- 
socks, and short surplices. 

„Perhaps I need not say that when the in- 
novation was introduced it was criticised and 
denounced. But wesoon received the most 
sincere form ef flattery—namely: imitation. 
The first application for particulars of our 
plan of campaign came from St. Luke’s Ber- 
wick street, and then the Church Army wrote. 
A church at Bradford applied next; and a 
church at Liverpool., I believe, preceded me. 
We were also preceded by Melbourne Pro- 
Cathedral, and by the church at Gibraltar. I 
have said that the movement must commend 
itself on the score of economy and efficiency, 
but it lkewise tends to general reverence and 
propriety. : 

„notice that the presence of well-con- 
ducted women in the choir has an extremely 
good effect on the men. So far from there 
being any levity I have observed an inerease 
of revererce and attention. I may say that a 
choitf of women and men is much more easily 

overned and influenced than a choir of boys. 

‘hereas, in the old days I had to repeat in- 
junctions about behavior, to constantly repri- 
mand, fine, and occasionally dismiss, I find 
now that the slightest hint given officially 
and ressed to the whole choir is taken in 
good part and respected. The women are 
ashamed to be disobedient, and the men are 
ashamed to show themselves less worthy than 
the women. With the congregation there is 
now but one opinion. The popularity of the 
choir has immensely risen and I hear nothing 
but praise of its efforts.”’

While in flower the 
plant is gathered and dried for future use, the 
entire plant being medicinal. It is an Amer- 
ican plant, known to the Indians, who used it 
in fevers. Its actions are thrve, depending upon 
the mode of administration. For an infusion 
one ounce of the plant is put into a pint of 
boiling water. To produce sweating, from 
two to six tablespoonfuis of this infusion are 
to be taken as hot as possible; if it is taken 
lukewarm it will cause vomiting; if cold, it 
will purge. An Indian whose name was Joe 
Pye induced copious sweating with this plant, 
thus curing fevers; and iu New Engiand the 
plant is often called after him. 


It Cares the Grip. 


Influenza, or grip, was formerly known as 
break bone fever, and was often cured by this 
plant, wheneé the name boneset. It is of 

reat utility in dyspeptic disorders, ague, and 
ever. From ten to twenty grains of the pow- 
der may be given with some cinnamon to dis- 
pave the taste. In dyspepsia the dose should 

only three or four graias, repeated three 
or four times a day, with a grain of calamus. 
The doses mentioned here and for the other 
plants are for adults. Children 10 years old 
reguire about half this dose and others in 
proportion.

Hamame}lts Virginica. 


This is a shrub known by the names witch 
hazel, snapping hazelnut, winterbloom, pis- 
tachio nut, and magician’s rod. It is exten- 
sively used by the Indians and others. It is 
an American shrub having yellow flowers and 
oval shaped leaves. The leaves are Jarge, 
smooth, and come off on opposite sides of 
the branches, one above the other, having 
prominent ribs. The flowers, appearing in 
Uctober, often continue in bloom through 
the winter. They grow in bunches 
of three or four, yellow in color, 
and of a curiously curled appearance. 
The leaves are inodorous. but of a bitter 
astringent taste. The fruit is about a year in 
ripening. It consists of two nuts contained 
in a roundish oblong box. Their taste and 
quality are similar to the hazelnut, and they 
are used as food by the Indians. The nuts are 
scattered by the explosion of the boxes when 
they areripe, Divining rods are made from 
the small forked branches, hence the name 
witch hazel. The conjurer holdsa branch of 
the fork of this shrub in each hand with the 
point up. Then, where the point drops will 
be found whatever has been paid for, such 
as springs of water, mines of gold. silver. 
copper, etc. The shrub grows in h and 
mountainous sections, and can be 
most abundant by the stony bank 
streams. There is also a species of 
this shrub growing mostly in. the: Northern 
States and known as hamamelis parviflora. 
It is used in medicine and also for divination. 
The leaves are smaller and hairy on the under 
surface. ) 

The leaves may be pounded and applied to 
tumors to relieve the pain and bring the 
tumor to a head. External inflammation 
may be treated in the same way. Hemor- 
rhoids are relieved by a poultice of the leaves.

A BIG ANIMAL'S MARKS IN A ROOK. 


Interesting Find in a Texan Canon- A Man- 
like Being in Pursuit. 

Philadelphia Times: In the Palo Duro 
Cafion lying north of Amarillo, Tex., the 
hacking away of a large piece of alluvial 
earth has recently revealed a singular trace of 
prehistoric life. This consists of the unmis- 
takable trailof some large animal going over 
the rocks, followed by another, probably of 
the human kind, or at any rate of a gigantic 
specimen of the ape. That it is the former is 
the more likely, as the monkey tribe, except 
in the smallest families, is not found on this 
continent or in South America. 

he first animal, judging from the marks it 
left on the impressionable rock, was of the 
reptile family, for itg tail, soft underneath, 
though weighted with scales sufficiently to 
make it heavy enough to drag an inch and a 
half deep, left a broad, smooth trench, while 
the claws by which it assisted itself were of 
the true alligator type, webbed between. 
These claws were nearly five inches long, and 
were evidently intended to aid the creature in 
climbing on land, as its webbed membrane 
served it for swimming in water. 

But more curious are the marks of the ani- 
mal which pursued it. These are of two 
hands, nearly three times the size of the ordi- 
nary man’s hand, and those of two active feet, 
both hands and feet possessing five members, 
though all of equal length, except the thumb. 
This, while shorter, is yet longer in propor- 
tion by half an inch than is found in man of 
oday. It was also of unusual strength, sink- 
ing much deeper than the rest of the hand 
into whatever it seized upon. The nails are 
curved and very powerful, those of the feet 
being particularly so, grasping the rock firmly, 

Another singular thing is the position of the 
marks. They are carved ina rock standing 
nearly perpendicular to the bed of the ancient 
river 900 feet below, and which must once 
have been as wide as the Mississippi, and of a 
current sufficiently strong to have cut its way 
through these granite rocks, This position of 
the remains would indicate that the reptile 
turning up from the stream was pursued 
by the other animal, and probably killed on 
land. This part of the country is pronounced 
by geologists to be among the most ancient. 
formation of the continent. 

The rock on which these marks are to be 
found is about 150 feet below the surface of 
the earth, and is only to be reached by one 
swinging over the side of the precipice. They 
were discovered by an amateur geologist, who. 
noting the fall of the soil, went down in the 
hopes of adding to the rich antediluvian spoils 
this singular chasm has yielded. Plaster caste 
have been taken of the printa, and will be for- 
warded to the State Museum at Austin. The 
marks are plainly visible from a ledge some 
fifty feet down the side of the cafion. and have 
been viewed by all in that section interested 
in such matters. 


BUT THE FISHERMAN LIKES IT. 


The Hook Hurts the Fish Despite Cant to 
the Contrary. 

Pali Mall Gazette: There is little doubt 
that the talk about fish feeling little pain when 
they are hooked and ‘killed, or hooked and 
lost, is chiefly cant. All analogy points to the 
conclusion that it must be extremely unpleas- 
ant for a fish, however cold-blooded a creature 
he be, to be caught on a hook and dragged 
out of his element. At the same time it 
seems to be an established fact that fish in 
many cases soon forget the. wounds in- 
flicted by a hook. 4 pike struck 
hard by a many-hooked minnow 
has been known: to come ain at 
the bait in a few minutes; and Mr. Halford, 
in one of his books, tells up that he once left 
a wickham in a grayling of about three 
pounds, which about a quarter of an hour 
later he hooked aud killed with another fly. 
An antopsy having been performed the wick- 
ham was discovered in the stomach of the 
grayling, together with a great mass of par- 
tially digested natural flies. A treacherous 
hook broke in the mouth of a Wye trout the 
other day. Yet the fish rose again in about 
an hour’s time, and was duly brought into the 
creel—a beautiful healthy pounder, with a 
wound in the mouth caused ‘by the broken 
hook, which it had managed to dislodge.
